Federal indents were issued by the Continental Congress from 1782 through 
1787. Early in the issuing period, their value depreciated by approximately 
20%, but as the notes were accepted for taxes, their value quickly recovered. 
By 1782 Congress was unable to honor the large quantity of Continental notes 
that were in circulation, and their value fell to nearly nothing. These indents 
were then issued to circulate and were accepted in payment of taxes, which 
earlier Continentals were not. The authorized signers were J(ohn) Hardy, 
Michael Hillegas, and Henry Kuhl, with almost all of the known examples 
signed by Hardy. Hardy’s bold clear signature led early collectors to refer to 
these then mysterious rare notes as “Hardy Bills.” Notes are known only with 
issue dates of September 27, 1785 and October 11, 1787, with both Newman 
and Anderson identifying the denominations as $1, $2, $4, $6, $8, $9, $15, 
$20, $25, $50, and $75 spread amongst the issues of 1785 and 1787. We have 
auctioned less than twenty examples, with an overwhelming majority landing 
in the Fine or Very Fine grade ranges.

The La Louisiane notes, collected in the American series for generations, are historic artifacts reflecting the intersection of 18th century European “Bubble” 
financing schemes and the North American continent. The territory of La Louisiane was expansive and surrounded the Mississippi River, as it flowed south 
from present-day Wisconsin and drained into the Gulf through New Orleans. Importantly, the land surrounding St. Louis, the eventual Missouri Territory 
and later State of Missouri, were included. Therefore, these are integral to collections of Missouri and Colonial paper currency. Technically French, these notes 
(and listed in the Standard Catalogue of World Paper Money) were Royal issues created by Scottish-born John Law in order to stimulate investments in the New 
World territories. The earliest Banque Generale notes (1716-1718), signed by Law himself, are virtually unobtainable. They were replaced by the rarely seen 1719 
Banque Royale notes. The Boyd-Raymond holdings contained no 1719-dated notes, only examples with the date of 1720. This final series September 2, 1720, 
this note is printed on white indented paper and has an embossed seal at center, and a second partial seal at bottom center. Since the dispersal of the Boyd- 
Raymond-Ford notes in 2005, these are difficult to obtain, especially in high grades. An underrated type and only the third September 2, 1720, 50 Livres we 
have cataloged. A full note, broadly cut, and with significant indent lettering seen at the left end. The other two we sold were part of major collections. The Eric 
Newman note graded PCGS Apparent EF 45 and realized $1,140 in 2018.

$173,733 in indented bills without legal tender status was authorized at the November 1, 1766 of the Assembly of Maryland. Importantly, this emission con- 
stituted the earliest governmental use of the “dollar” as an official unit of monetary value in the world. The note was printed by Jonas Green, publisher of the 
Maryland Gazette and the state’s official printer. When Green died soon after this emission was issued, his wife, Ann Catherine Green, and two sons William 
and Frederick carried on the business, with Frederick printing notes for Maryland to the end of the colonial era. The design features the Maryland coat of arms, 
as well as elaborate border designs engraved by Thomas Sparrow, a local silversmith and engraver. The back employs nature prints first used on the colony’s July 
14, 1756 emission notes. The most amazing thing about this note is obviously its condition. Notes from this series are normally found in Good to Very Good con- 
dition, and are typically split, pinned and/or backed. The Newman example of this denomination, by comparison, was in Very Good condition and was severed 
with tape repairs and numerous tears. By contrast, this note is well centered, printed on bright paper with clear design elements including the nature print and 
bold signatures of John Clapham and Robert Couden, who was serving as the Commissioner of the Loan Office when this note was issued.

In the corners, deftly placed within the borders, are clockwise 
from the upper left, the signature of “T. Sparrow,” “LIBERTY” at upper right, “1775” at lower right and “F.G.” (for Maryland printer Frederick Green) at lower 
left. The note has immaculate surfaces and is lightly quarter folded. The margins excel with the ends being slightly “short,” but well balanced. The signatures of 
W(illiam) Perry and James Hindman are boldly penned.

We last 
auctioned this example nearly a decade and a half ago when it crossed the 
auction block for $2,415 as part of our 2009 CSNS Signature Currency 
Auction. At present, this is the highest graded example of this note in the 
PMG Population Report by a wide margin.

Revere also printed the faces, and 
as with the previous Codfish issue, Thomas Fleet printed the backs. PMG 
has graded only one example equal and none higher.

A deceptive contemporary counterfeit printed by the Tory Robert Fowle. 
The diagnostic for this counterfeit is that the base of the second “t” in 
“Thirty” is lower than the base of the adjacent “r.” Robert Fowle, whose 
uncle Daniel Fowle was the printer of this issue, was arrested in April 
1777, on suspicion of counterfeiting. The nephew left his uncle’s busi- 
ness in 1774 due to political differences. When the younger Fowle left, 
he apparently took some of the type and ornaments used for the genuine 
notes with him. As a result of this counterfeiting, all of the issue was 
recalled and redeemed. Fowle agreed to turn state’s evidence, but escaped 
from prison in August, 1777. A small tear is seen in the top margin.

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20122 New Hampshire July 3, 1776 $5 PMG Very Fine 30. 

An extremely rare New Hampshire Colonial note dated one day before our nation’s Declaration of Independence was adopted on July 4, 1776, by the Second 
Continental Congress. The printing of 3,200 $5s was authorized as part of this issue and were payable on four different future dates, in the case of this note, 
January 26, 1791. This example possesses bright paper with decent margins, and has boldly printed design details with both PRO BONO PUBLICO and 
LIBERTY & PROPERTY being well hidden within the printer designs. The signatures of J(ohn) Smith and P(hillips) White are dark and clear. PMG mentions 
tears which are of little consequence. This is the highest condition example by ten grade points of only three different pieces that we have offered in our auctions. 
A further look at the PMG Population Report tells us that this note is the lone representative to be graded by PMG. In fact, PMG has graded only one other note 
for the entire July 3, 1776 issue, and it is a $6.

John Hart is the signer most often 
encountered on New Jersey notes. The February 20, 1776, examples are 
much scarcer than those from March 25, 1776. Printed by Isaac Collins of 
Burlington. On this note, Hart’s bold signature is underlined, with those of 
How and Tucker below (the note is fully issued and not a partially signed 
“raid” note). The Hart signature is strong and distinct.

The signatures of Robert Smith, 
Jonathan Johnston, and Joseph Smith remain dark on this colorful note that 
displays lots of embossing. Boldly detailed New Jersey Arms at left. The back 
shows a vividly detailed nature leaf with imprint “Printed by Isaac Collins” 
below and “Burlington, 1776” to its left. A light centerfold is primarily all that 
separates this piece from a much better grade. In our Long Beach sale, we sold 
a PMG Choice Unc 63 for over $2,000.

It 
has two dark signatures of R(obert) Neil and B(enjamin) Smith. We have 
auctioned only two of these notes previously. One crossed our auction 
block in 2000. The second piece was from the Eric Newman Collection. It 
graded PCGS XF 40 Apparent and realized $376 in January 2017.

Details. 

The second small format series from New York and another rare series for any 
denomination. Printed by William Bradford and signed by William Roome, 
Peter Jay, and Abraham DePeyster. DePeyster’s father, Johannes DePeyster 
Jr., signed New York’s 1709 and 1711 issues. Peter Jay was the father of famed 
colonial figure John Jay. New York Arms at right. Below in Latin “Sicill 
Civitat Nova Eborac,” which translates “The state of New York is the same.” 
Blank back. PCGS Banknote cites “Multiple Repairs.” A miniscule printing 
of 400 notes from this higher denomination. Seen with huge margins on all 
sides, fabulous printing, and lovely signatures. This is the Newman Plate 
Note. This same note sold for just under $2,000 some two decades ago, and in 
today’s more sophisticated market, it should sell for a princely sum.

James Parker printed the series, and the style is similar to the small format 
notes that commenced with the John Peter Zenger-printed December 10, 
1737, issue. The coat of arms is at the left and borders are on two sides. Two 
“V” weights at top left center identify the denomination which had a paltry 
printing of 650 notes. Signed by Cornelius Van Horne, Paul Richard, and 
Henry Cruger. This highest denomination note has a bold face, and the noted 
“Internal damage; backing” is not too great of a distraction. Nicely margined 
all around and bright. The first example we have sold from this issue and 
incredibly rare.

An exceedingly rare note that was the fourth such issue similar in style to the 
small format notes which commenced with the John Peter Zenger-printed 
December 10, 1737 issue. Like the previous issues these were printed by James 
Parker. Unlike with the May 10, 1746 series, the coat of arms is at the right 
and borders are on three sides. There are three weights at top left center that 
identify the denomination.

It is believed there are three notes known from 
the entire issue. The two Boyd collection notes: 3 pounds (this note) and 5 
pounds. The Newman collection had a 10 Pound note. PCGS Banknote cites 
“Repairs.” This piece is well margined and superbly printed, with bright paper 
and good centering. The Newman note was a slightly lesser PCGS Apparent 
Very Fine 25 and it brought $4,500 in 2017. We would be very surprised not to 
have a more favorable showing tonight.

10 Details. 

28,000 Pound Sterling in legal tender Bills of Credit were approved on 
November 25, 1747, for military purposes. This, and the previous issues 
marked for “military expense,” were no doubt related to the activity of King 
George’s War. This was the military operations between England and France 
in North America that were a part of the War of the Austrian Succession. 
This rare note was the fifth such issue similar in style to the small format 
notes, which commenced with the John Peter Zenger-printed December 10, 
1737 issue. Printed by James Parker, the coat of arms is at the left and borders 
are on three sides. Two weights at top right center identify the denomination. 
Signed by Abraham Lynsen, Cornelius Van Horne, and Paul Richard. PCGS 
Banknote cites “Multiple Repairs; Severed and Reattached.” This piece shows 
good margins, excellent printing quality, and bold signatures. This same note 
sold for just under $900 in the May 2004 Ford III sale. No doubt that price 
valuation will be left as a distant memory when bidding commences.

£10,000 in legal tender Bills of Credit was approved on May 3, 1755. The notes 
were to be redeemed by November, 1762.

Bold signatures of James DePeyster, David 
Clarkson, and Abraham Lynsen. A rather bold impression of the New York 
Coat of Arms at left. Columns along the top and right borders. A pair of “V” 
weights at top right of center indicates the denomination. This is not to be 
confused with the more available 10 Pound notes from the previous March 
1755 issue, whose printing figures were ten times as much for this highest 
denomination. Locating one of these earlier New York notes in a comment- 
free holder is like finding a needle in a haystack. A truly rare piece that is 
estimated conservatively.

These Bills of Credit continue in the style which began with the 1737 
series. Printed by James Parker, this note features the New York Coat 
of Arms at right, with columns along the top and left borders, and 
ornamentation along the bottom. A single “V” weight top left of cen- 
ter indicates the denomination. There were only 300 Five Pound notes 
printed for this incredibly scarce series. PCGS Banknote cites “Repairs.” 
All things considered, this is a more-than-acceptable example from this 
really challenging series.

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20138 New York June 22, 1775 2s City of Albany PCGS Banknote Choice 
XF 45 Details. 

£500 in personal Promissory Notes of the Committee of Correspondence 
of the City and County of Albany was authorized on June 22, 1775. This is 
an extremely rare official municipal issue. The series was not in DuPont, 
the foremost collection of Colonial private notes ever formed. Many of his 
private issue notes plated in Newman are still unique pieces. Uniface and 
printed on laid paper, this is a wide format, typeset note. The left end has 
flourishes, and ornamental borders are on the other three sides. Three signa- 
tures as authorized, Jacob Lansing, Jr., Jacob C. Ten Eyck, both well penned, 
with a third signature of Abraham Yates, Jr., faded. Boyd had a complete set 
of all five denominations, with his 10 shilling note sold in Ford Part XV for 
$4,312. PCGS Banknote has cited “Repairs; Severed and Reattached, Backed.” 
The printing on this note is as dark as your cataloger can recall having seen. 
Almost all of the notes we have sold were the 10 shilling denomination. This 
lowest denomination note should see very spirited bidding before the ham- 
mer falls this evening.

PMG Very Fine 25 Net. 

A rare official municipal issue that is a small uniface type set note 
printed on laid paper. The interesting obligation states that it is payable in

of Continental Congress notes. This example is from an elusive issue, all 
of which are listed as “Very Rare”, “Extremely Rare”, or “Unconfirmed” 
in the Friedberg reference. This well printed note faces up nicely, but it 
has been repaired, severed, and reattached at center.

Superb Gem Unc 67 PPQ. 

2000 Pounds in Promissory Notes of the City of New York were authorized 
for this fourth Water Works issue, as evidenced by the number “4” above the 
“T” in “This.” Signed by Andrew Gautier and Abraham Brasher, and printed 
on two different pieces by Hugh Gaine; red and black for the face and black 
for the back. The back design shows an illustration of the proposed steam 
operated water pump by Christopher Colles. Elisha Gallaudet engraved the 
cuts. This is the scarcer of two denominations for this issue with a mere 2,500 
eight shilling notes printed. The margins on tonight’s offering are huge along 
the top and bottom, and are perfectly balanced. PMG has only graded a single 
67 EPQ from all of the Water Works issues, and we are fairly certain that no 
others could be prettier than this one.

All notes from this late State of New York issue, even contemporary counter- 
feits, are very rare. False notes were so widespread they had to be withdrawn 
and replaced with February 8, 1788, notes. Printed uniface on laid paper by 
Samuel Loudon with his imprint along the bottom. The Maverick-engraved 
New York State coat of arms with EXCELSIOR is in black at the right. Peter 
Rushton Maverick (his children, including his daughter Ann, were all engrav- 
ers) was a prolific engraver who engraved the plates for many banknotes, 
including some early Missouri notes. Ornamental flourishes are on three 
borders and STATE OF NEW YORK is in a ribbon across the top. Signed by 
Jonathan Lawrence and William Heyer. PCGS Banknote mentions “Design 
Redrawn; Pieces Replaced.” Those comments are petty compared with its 
vibrant eye appeal, broad size, and sharp signatures. Searching auction 
records seems to indicate that this is quite likely the only piece that has 
achieved any sort of technical grade above the Very Fine level.

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20142 North Carolina August 21, 1775 $10 PCGS Banknote Very Good 
10 Details. 

The highest denomination from the August 21, 1775 series with Twelve Arms 
Supporting Liberty Cap vignette. Georgia had not yet sent a representative to 
the Continental Congress by this date, explaining the presence of only twelve 
arms. The motto is HANC TUEMUR HAC NITIMUR, which Newman 
translates as, “This we guard, for this we strive.” Signed by Richard Caswell, 
Samuel Johnston, Andrew Knox, and Richard Cogdell. PCGS Banknote cites 
“Multiple Repairs; Minor Design Redrawn.” This piece is head and shoulders 
above the quality of the Newman note, which had missing pieces and the back 
covered with hinge repairs. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20143 North Carolina April 2, 1776 $1/8 Snake biting sword in scabbard 
PCGS Banknote Choice VF 35 Details. 

The April 2, 1776 “at Halifax” issue contains among the most interesting of 
the Colonial notes. There are 56 distinct vignette types (seen at the lower left 
of each note), ranging from $1/16 to $20 denominations, and all of them merit 
consideration and further study. Depending upon what was available at the 
time of printing, certain types appear on different kinds and thicknesses of 
paper. Completion of all 56 types is a great challenge, as there are only three 
complete sets ever formed. High-grade notes of many vignette types are 
unknown to us; the fragile paper often used and tight margining subjected 
many to the small nicks and flaws we see today. The lowest denominations, 
such as the $1/16, $1/8, and $1/4, are the hardest to obtain in any grade. The 
vignette on this note has interesting imagery with the snake biting a scabbard 
holding a sword within it. This $1/8 “Snake” is breathtaking with only “Small 
Repairs” noted. Otherwise, the bold printing, excellent margins, and origi- 
nality make this easily one of the finest extant. Significantly prettier than the 
Mike Coltrane example that was a problemed PMG Very Fine 20, yet sold for 
$1,200 in 2020. Choice and rare types from this popular series have been in 
strong demand the past few years.

We have offered a half dozen examples of this number over the years, 
but none have rivaled the grade of this extraordinary piece. In fact 
Uncirculated examples are truly rare with this example being the sole fin- 
est graded by PMG and also the nicest to appear in our auctions. The two 
highest PMG graded notes for the entire August 8, 1778 emission, which 
is composed of Friedberg numbers NC-170 through NC-182, is the $4 in 
this lot along with a NC-177b $10.

The design 
is fairly basic with an engraved top border cut on face and back comple- 
menting an otherwise typeset layout. This well printed note on clean 
bright paper has clear signatures of John Taylor and John Hunt. This is 
the second highest graded example of the six or so notes known to us at 
present, although it is the only example free of repairs and/or restora- 
tions. It previously was part of the extensive Midnight Ride Collection 
that we auctioned in September 2009.

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20146 North Carolina May 10, 1780 $600 Crescit Sub Pondere Virtus 
PCGS Banknote About Unc 55 Details. 

The May 10, 1780 Act gave the Governor the right to issue more bills, with 
the addition of several new denominations ($200, $300, $400, and $600). The 
$600 is the highest value and scarcest denomination from this issue. Latin 
motto CRESCIT SUB PONDERE VIRTUS (Virtue Grows Under Pressure) 
is seen at lower left with signatures of Jonathan Cooke and H. Vipon. Printed 
by James Davis, 1780, there are varying border ornamentations on different 
sides. PCGS Banknote states “Corners Repaired,” a true fact that does not 
materially affect the aesthetic charm of this note. Very well signed, darkly 
printed, and with leviathan margins on all sides. In our 2016 Long Beach sale, 
we did sell a PCGS Apparent About New 50 note from the Tar Heel Collection 
for over $1,000. A fleeting glance at that note is all that one requires to know 
that it is not in the same league as this evening’s offering. This is quite possi- 
bly the finest example known.

The typeset 
back with ornaments is perpendicular to the face. The last example of 
this counterfeit that we auctioned was once part of the Eric Newman 
Collection, and it brought $1,020 in November 2017.

Signed by Jacob Lewis, Charles Thomson, and Samuel Rhoads 
Jr. Thomson was Secretary of the Continental Congress from 1774-1789, 
making his autograph always popular in the realm of historical manuscripts 
collecting. PCGS Banknote cites an “As Made Paper Wrinkle.” Exceptional 
eye appeal and difficult to obtain in this choice condition. For the entire issue, 
PMG has only graded an 18d note Choice Unc 64 and a 2s note Choice Unc 
64EPQ. We have only sold a couple of examples at the Choice CU grade level 
and that was almost a decade ago.

From a series not represented in the Newman Collection comes this magnificent rarity and an epic late Rhode Island Colonial note. It is the finest known from 
the extremely rare issue, and is superior to the Boyd example which realized $13,800 in October 2006. The June 1780 South Kingstown notes have been highly 
esteemed since the 19th Century, when foundational Colonial Note collectors like John Haseltine and Henry Chapman recognized their significance. When 
encountered, an example would command a strong price rivaling many famous Colonial Coin rarities. This and the following 20 Shillings are only the second 
and third individual notes from the issue we have cataloged for sale.

All of those notes come from the first sheet printed, which 
had denominations of 2s6d-3s9d-5s-10s, due to a high survival rate in 
sheet form which were cut for collectors decades ago in pursuit of lovely 
individual notes. The second sheets with denominations 7s6d-15s-20s-30s 
did not survive intact and they all circulated heavily, leaving the typical 
example lower grade and often with problems of varying types. It seems a 
virtual certainty that this is the only one of the four scarce denominations 
that has received a technical grade of Uncirculated, a fact that will likely 
remain true for many years to come.

Unnumbered, but each note is signed by Crouch and Mathews and printed uniface on laid paper. Also displayed are impressive vignettes of a Beehive, Sun, 
Horse, as well as Hope and Anchor. The notes are printed on relatively bright paper, although several repairs are scattered about, resulting in a Net grade. 


For more than twenty years, we have written innumerable times about how the first sheet of lower denominations survived in great quantities, both in uncut 
form as well as individual notes. Almost all of those are printed on crisp brown paper, boldly signed, and ranging in grades from AU to Superb Gem. For this 
second sheet of higher denomination notes, all of that description goes right out the window. This is the only example we have seen in a quarter century of mill- 
ing about bourse floors and auction rooms. Each of these, when sold as individual notes, tends to approach or exceed the four-figure threshold. The Net grade, 
while present, does not detract from the desirability of this piece. The PMG Population Report shows that they have graded about four times as many of the four 
more common denominations as they have the higher denominations. Still, our experience is that the numbers are skewed far more than that. In sheet form, the 
ratio is far more out of whack, since this is quite possibly unique, therefore a party of one. A great rarity, it should impress collectors of many types.

The present note shows wide mar- 
gins, bright paper, and excellent printing. The PMG Population Report 
shows this Gem 66 EPQ perched on high by itself, a Choice Unc 64 EPQ 
its closest competitor.

The Elegance and Patriotic Allegory of Artist Thomas Coram 


The original paintings and artworks by Thomas Coram (ca. 1757-1811) are much lesser known or cited than his immense contributions of his 
elegant engraved images portrayed upon the seven different February 8, 1779 Ordinance currency bills commissioned by South Carolina. To- 
day, examples of these notes are not only the realm of numismatists, but are in esteemed art galleries, museums, and famed libraries across the 
world; side-by-side with “old master” engravers like Cranach, Durer, Goya, and Rembrandt. If not for these copper-plate engravings, little in 
the way of this talented craftsmanship would exist at all for us to marvel at and study. 


Notes from this issue are among the most popular of all Colonial currency. Due to their distinctive, classically artistic style they have always 
been favorites with collectors. Issued late in the Revolutionary War, they were engraved and printed by Coram in Charleston. Their vignettes, 
bordering, and mottos often symbolize patriotic ideals relevant to the Revolution. The ordinance specified at least $1,000,000 in “Bills of Cred- 
it” (or up to $3,000,000 if that sum could not be borrowed elsewhere) that were also legal tender until revoked by the act of February 6, 1782. 
They were printed on two sides and paper variations are observed. Each face has a vignette with a motto at the lower left and the backs have 
elaborate designs. Initially four denominations were joined by an additional three creating the seven note series. 
Interestingly, that trio of $50, $70, and $90 notes, all featured back vignettes evocative of their war struggles 
with Britain and portrayed patriotic imagery emphasizing strength and perseverance. 
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The following complete Coram engraved seven-note suite, offered individu- 
ally, was forged across three decades of meticulous selections and upgrading. 
Their paper originality and state of preservation are important, but also their 

overall eye-appeal. Each has excellent centering, broad margins, and printing 
strength making them among the best looking examples we have seen togeth- 

er from any collection; including those of F.C.C. Boyd and Eric P. Newman. 
Each of the seven, create an opportunity for visionary collectors to initi-

The sole finest known that has been examined by PCGS Banknote is in this lot. We also looked at the PMG Population Report and it tells us they have graded a 
single example of this note, a Fine 12. We also searched our archives and it revealed that the highest grade that we have previously auctioned was a PCGS 66PPQ. 
That example was part of the Midnight Ride Collection and realized $6,037 in September 2009. The face of the note in this lot has a vignette of a Roman war- 
rior holding a spear and a shield with 13 stars. There is also a ribbon with the Latin phrase, ARMISA CONCURRITE CAMPO (Assemble the field of arms). The 
back has the popular vignette of Hercules strangling a lion. Hercules first of twelve labors was to slay the Nemean lion. Thomas Coram engraved all the faces and 
backs for this issue. All three signatures of Chas. Atkins, P(lowden) Weston, and G(eorge) Cooke are dark. It does have pinholes at top center and in three cor- 
ners, but it remains one of the best examples to have survived.

The elegance of Coram’s design is evident immediately, with a Ceres 
vignette at lower left and the motto MINIME VIOLANDA FIDES (Trust by no means is to be violated). A spectacular back shows an angel blowing a trumpet 
(similar to Fame observed on later U. S. Obsolete currency) holding a book titled ANNALS OF AMERICA. The denomination is in dollars above, and the sterling 
equivalent is below. 


A splendid example printed on thick, cream paper. Its deeply inked, boasts beautiful printing clarity, and is superbly margined. One of the finest known and 
observed by us with exceptional eye appeal.

NOSTRIS PRAESIDEAT (Let foresight guide us), is at the lower left on the face. 
Very complex vine bordering is on three sides and the denomination is along 
the top. The back engraving, perpendicular to the face, has a dynamic and finely 
engraved vignette with Atlas struggling to hold a boulder on his shoulders. This 
imagery symbolizes the struggle against Britain for independence. Printed on 
blueish-cream paper.

Coram’s “Prometheus Bound” type has very powerful imagery on the back. This dynamic vignette by Thomas Coram rendered here makes its one of the classics in 
all Colonial currency. Printed on cream paper with completely original paper surface clarity. The face features Hope leaning on the stock of an upright anchor with 
the motto SPES MENTIS SOLATIO (Hope is the consolation of the mind). The back is signed “Coram Sc.,” but not dated. The plate engraving details are arguably 
the finest in the entire Colonial currency series. Prometheus, punished for stealing fire from the gods and giving it to mankind, is bound to rocks and attacked by a 


vulture who daily eats his ever-regenerating liver. Perhaps the Prometheus imagery symbolizes the British attack on the American fight for independence. 


Lightly handled, observed with scrutiny and one of the better looking examples we have seen. The grade is deceptive and this denomination is rarely seen strictly 
new. PMG does note some “As Made Ink Spots” which in no way diminish the eye-appeal. The Newman example was PCGS About New 53 (not PPQ) and boast- 
ed lovely registration and printing depth.

Treasury Rectangles 
have been an important item in Fractional Currency collecting ever 
since they were first noticed by collectors, which was shortly after the 
end of the circulating period. There are two different accounts of the 
origin of Treasury Rectangles. Milt Friedberg located a document from 
the Third Session of the Fortieth Congress, where in testimony a Mr. 
William Coleman testified that he and a Mr. Drummer counted the blank 
banknote paper before it was printed, and stamped it with a little stamp 
consisting of a rectangle with “Treas Dpt,” inscribed on it. This rect- 
angle was stamped on the corner of the sheet to indicate that it had been 
counted. A second version relies on the research of Martin Gengerke. 
That version is that Congress, having become concerned with counter- 
feiting, ordered the Treasury Department to print notes on distinctive 
paper. The Treasury Department circumvented Congress’s orders by 
stamping each sheet “Treas Dpt,” thereby making the regular banknote 
paper distinctive, instead of having to go back to the drawing board and 
print Experimental notes on various forms of paper, a process which 
had already been done, and during which Treasury Department officials 
never found a satisfactory substitute for the regular banknote paper. 
Several different sizes and shapes of Treasury Department rectangles are 
known, and it is possible, perhaps even likely, that both of these accounts 
are correct. In either case, the rectangle was at the very edge of the sheet, 
and it was intended to be trimmed off, accounting for their extreme rar- 
ity. A small tear was noticed by PMG.

Nonetheless over 1,000,000 
notes of this design were issued in the space of just five months in 
1862. Fricke notes that this type is rare in Extremely Fine and About 
Uncirculated condition. Were it not for a tight top margin, this note 
would probably attain an even higher grade. In fact, this note is bested by 
only one other note in the current PMG Population Report, with 279 notes 
graded thus far.

This note is interesting on several fronts. It is the handiwork of Blanton 
Duncan, whom your cataloger considers the “wild child” of the interest- 
ing set of characters comprising the security printers of the Confederacy. 
The design is one of the few openly patriotic themes used on Confederate 
Treasury Notes. It depicts, in allegorical form, the South striking down 
the North. Duncan categorically denied any involvement with its design 
after the war. The note was also a smaller size designed to reduce paper 
requirements. Perhaps ahead of its time, this approach was not broadly 
implemented by the Confederate government for its issues. The date, 
September 2, 1861, was also used in error; it should have been June 2, 
1862. As a result, only 36,000 notes were printed and issued before this 
date was corrected on what we know today as Type 42 $2 notes. It is very 
rare to find this note in this state of preservation. The note is printed 
on bright paper with no repairs or meaningful impairments and is fully 
framed. To put this in perspective, of the 100 T38 notes graded to date, 
there are only two higher graded examples (both Very Fine 30s) in the 
PMG Population Report.

In Richmond, Blanton Duncan, thinking it was 
part of the 1861 enactment, engraved the September 2, 1861 date on the 
initial plate and printed approximately 36,000 notes on a ten-subject plate 
before creating new plates with the proper date. A distinctive issue not 
often seen in high grades. These early notes were needed for small change 
and circulated heavily. The central vignette represents the Confederacy 
attempting to vanquish the Union, using the Virginia State seal motif. 
The oval vignette in the upper left corner shows Judah P. Benjamin, the 
former U.S. Senator who later became a member of Jefferson Davis’s cabi- 
net. This is Benjamin’s first appearance on Confederate currency. This is 
an attractive mid-grade example that was previously mounted.

This T39 $100 Treasury Note has two manuscript entries indicating that 
it was issued to the field at Jackson, MS on September 23, 1862, and later 
again issued from Grenada, MS on March 2 (could be March 5), 1863. 
There is also a standard black IP stamp indicating that interest was paid 
to January 1, 1865 in Richmond. While the Jackson, MS issuing location 
is periodically encountered, this is the first time we have offered a note 
issued at Grenada, MS. With Fricke estimating a known population of 
perhaps only 3-5 examples from this issuing location, perhaps this is 
not surprising. As a bonus, the note is well printed on bright paper with 
decent margins, no repairs, and no imperfections of any importance. An 
historically important note issued at Grenada which was a Confederate 
rail center, defended by four forts at the time this example was issued.

This note has a manuscript endorsement: Issued at Beaumont Texas 
/ March 20th 1863 / B.W. Brown AQM. At the time Brown issued this 
note he was assigned to the 11th (Spaight’s) Battalion, Texas Volunteers, 
serving in Beaumont. The Eleventh Texas Infantry Battalion carried on 
operations primarily in the Trans-Mississippi Department. It had been 
formed in April, 1862 and in 1864 was consolidated with Griffin’s Texas 
Infantry Battalion and renamed the 21st Texas Infantry. Brown was 
wounded on February 1, 1864, and was given three months convales- 
cence leave. It is presumed he survived the war. In addition to the issu- 
ing endorsement, the note also has a Trans-Mississippi region IP stamp 
usually associated with Texas paying interest to January 1, 1864, and a 
Montgomery IP stamp paying interest to January 1, 1865. The note is fully 
framed, printed on bright paper, with no repairs or meaningful impair- 
ments noted.

The back of this note was endorsed by M. L. Barringer on May 2, 1864. 
Thanks to research by Michael McNeil, we now know that Barringer 
was an employee of the North Carolina Rail Road which was chartered 
in 1849 and, by 1864, had become an important rail resource for the 
Confederacy. By 1865, it was part of the only rail line open between 
the Lower South and Richmond. While Barringer’s exact role with the 
railroad is unknown at present, it is assumed that this endorsement was 
involved with his responsibilities as a railroad employee. The back has a 
black Raleigh IP stamp paying interest to January 1, 1864 and another set 
of initials. PMG notes some paper clip rust, noticeable from the back.

He is listed as an R15 note endorsement in the Fricke Field 
Edition 2014. However, this is the fourth example known to us at pres- 
ent. The back of the note has a large format Treasurers Office Richmond 
stamp indicating it was issued on March 5, 1863 along with a manuscript 
endorsement “Issued March 5th / 1863 / S.E. Rumble Capt. & AQM”. 
Captain Rumble served with the 7th Mississippi Regiment until late in 
the war. He surrendered with the Army of the Department of Alabama, 
Mississippi, and East Louisiana and was paroled on May 22, 1865. A well 
printed example on bright paper with no significant impairments noted.

A standard 
black Richmond IP stamp also appears, paying interest to January 1, 
1864. Moore was a Virginian who served as a Captain and Assistant 
Quartermaster with the 51st Virginia Infantry which was part of 
Wharton’s Brigade in the Department of Western Virginia. At the time 
this note was issued, the 51st was located at Camp Narrows, VA, a key 
Confederate defensive location in Giles County, VA used to protect 
important railroad lines. The note is virtually fully framed and is printed 
on bright paper with good colors.

This note has seen 
plenty of time in circulation, but is still surprisingly intact, with PMG 
only mentioning that it has been previously mounted. We last sold this 
example in 2015 at our CSNS Signature Currency Auction for $1,175, and 
believe that level will be tested or bested tonight.

The firm had the last laugh, placing the 
name LUDWIG in the lower edge of the central vignette of Commerce 
reclining. Just over 635,000 notes were issued. The note, which was part 
of the Third Series, was misdated September 2, 1862. The decision, how- 
ever, was made not to correct this.

The finest examples that we have sold graded Gem Unc 66 PQ. The PMG 
Population Report shows six such notes at that lofty grade. Cameo of 
Jefferson Davis at center. Machine punched serial number. Facsimile sig- 
natures at bottom of Tyler and Elmore. This note is a real beauty even at 
the Gem 66 PPQ grade level. It has huge margins and cavernous emboss- 
ing. It exudes a lot more aesthetic charms than the last Gem Unc 66 EPQ 
note that we sold. That PMG graded example topped the $2,000 figure 
last year.

A full Confederate Treasury stamp appears at upper right on this remain- 
der sheet that is lacking the machine-printed serial number. We also 
noticed plate number 4 at top center on this uncut sheet that just has 
minor staining.

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20412 Confederate 8% Stock Certificate $500 1861 Ball 15 Cr. 3A 
PMG Very Fine 30. 

This 8% transferable stock certificate (registered bond) was part of 
the original order for stocks and bonds that was placed with the tiny 
American Bank Note Co. branch office in New Orleans who, per stan- 
dard practice, forwarded the order to New York for production. The 
order for these certificates was placed in early March, 1861, before the 
war started, and was completed and shipped to Montgomery by mid- 
April. Ball reports that two of the four books, each containing 250 of the 
$500 8% stock certificates, went missing in transit, and that only 491 of 
the stock certificates were issued between April 17, 1861 and March 1, 
1865. A close inspection of this certificate shows that Montgomery has 
been faintly crossed out. It appears that Richmond was then written in 
to the right with a date (Sept. 5, 1861) in much darker ink written over it. 
The sole vignette on the certificate is an antebellum portrait of John C. 
Calhoun. The certificate is signed by Robert Tyler, also indicating that 
this was issued in Richmond. Approximately 314 of this variety were 
issued, and between 11 and 20 examples have survived. PMG some very 
minor splits that have minimal impact on this certificate’s desirability or 
visual appeal.

1,000 of these 8% transferable stock certificates (registered bonds) were 
printed and shipped to Montgomery from ABNCo in New York, during 
the first day or two after the start of the Civil War. Around 810 of these 
instruments were issued, datelined Montgomery between April 17 and 
June 30, 1861. This example was issued on May 25, 1861, and features a 
portrait of Jefferson Davis and a vignette of John C. Calhoun dressed 
improbably in a toga holding a scroll inscribed Truth, Justice and the 
Constitution. Both of these are antebellum era engravings that were 
pressed into service to expedite deliveries. It is estimated that there are 
between 76 and 100 surviving examples at present.

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20414 Cahawba, AL- State of Alabama $20 April 19, 1821 Gunther- 
Derby AS-001-$20d PMG Very Fine 25. 

Part of a complex series of warrants authorized by the State Legislature via 
the Act of December 15, 1820. These warrants were used to facilitate state 
payments and were receivable for the payment of state taxes, land purchases 
in the then-state capital of Cahawba, and for use on the ferries that crossed 
the Alabama and Cahawba Rivers at Cahawba. These warrants have many 
small variations in layout, ornamentation, and dates. They are also uniformly 
rare, as virtually all were redeemed and destroyed. This particular variety 
is only listed in the Gunther-Derby state catalog. It is a rather plain typeset 
note with a small steamboat vignette and is made payable to Thomas Bibb. He 
served as the second Governor of the state from 1820-21 after succeeding his 
brother William Wyatt Bibb, who was killed in an equestrian accident while 
serving as Governor on July 10, 1820. The note has a rather unobtrusive ham- 
mer cancel, which matters little on a note of this rarity and desirability.

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20415 Cahawba, AL- State of Alabama $20 March 23, 1822 Cr. 52 
Gunther-Derby AS-001-$20i PMG About Uncirculated 55 EPQ. 

A gorgeous early Alabama example which is deserving of a place in any 
advanced collection. The note does have an almost imperceptible cut can- 
cel, but the margins are exceptional and the color and print quality easily 
worthy of the EPQ designation.

The note features vignette of a mechanic at left and another odd 
vignette of apparently foodstuffs and beverages of various kinds. The 
note was redeemable in either Confederate or current bank notes 
when presented in sums of $5. While listed in both the Rosene and 
Gunther Derby catalogs, neither had apparently ever seen an actual 
note. Excessively rare and likely to stay that way. While PMG mentions 
some stains, these offer little distraction and will not be an issue with 
knowledgeable Alabama collectors.

This is an extremely rare example from the State of Alabama’s only post-Civil 
War issue, the so-called Patton Certificates of 1867. These notes were issued 
to offset state expenses in anticipation of tax revenues. They bear the portrait 
of Governor Patton along with his signature as Governor. This $5 note is 
listed is the plate note in the new Gunther-Derby Alabama reference, where it 
is listed as unique as the only known signed and issued example. We know of 
one other signed and issued $5 that has been closely held for years, but this is 
the only example we have ever seen offered for sale. If rarity and desirability 
are any guide, expect bidding to easily reach and quite likely exceed...

A fantastic new discovery which is being offered for the first time to the collecting community. Although a few so-called “Proprietary Proof” pieces are known, 
both the Shull and Gunther-Derby references list signed and issued $20 Patton Certificates as unknown. The piece we offer here is the first to be reported, and 
since a century and a half has passed since these notes were issued, may well remain unique forever. Any estimate here is simply a surmise, as widely collected items 
which are unique are so seldom encountered in mainstream numismatics, but our best guess here for this attractive and incredibly desirable Alabama rarity is...

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20419 Selma, AL- Bank of Selma $50 Apr. 4, 1862 Gunther-Derby 
(2020) AO-414-$50b PMG Very Fine 25. 

The Bank of Selma was incorporated in 1859 under Alabama’s Free 
Banking law. The bank was a CSA depository and at war’s end in April, 
1865, the bank’s President burned most of the bank’s issues that were then 
still on hand in order to prevent them from falling into Union hands. The 
bank closed on August 11, 1868. Leggett, Keatinge & Ball printed a $50 
and $100 for the Bank of Selma in early 1862 (Before Leggett was forced 
out and before the firm moved to Columbia, SC). This note design clearly 
has inspiration from RWH designs of the 1830s and 1840s and may well 
have been produced from a salvaged plate and/or dies. This is a beautiful 
issued note, with bright paper, nice, unoxidized orange protector ele- 
ments, and an absence of any repairs or meaningful impairments. Not 
many of these have survived, with estimates seen in the area of five to six 
examples. This is the type of note that experienced collectors love- fully 
issued, problem-free, with just a pinch of history and lots of style.

Rothert 186-9 PMG Very Fine 30. 

A flawless for the grade example of this rare $50 Post Note. We have 
only sold one similar piece, with that offering coming as part of the Eric 
Newman Collection, where it fetched $822.50 nine years ago. This higher 
grade note should easily reach or exceed that number.

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20421 Helena, AR- Helena Insurance Company $10 Apr. 20, 1862 
Rothert PMG Choice Fine 15. 

The company was chartered by the state legislature in 1861, but its 
final fate has been lost to the ages. The note features a vignette of Ceres 
seated by agricultural products and implements and is printed in red 
ink. The note is printed on the backs of remainder Exchange Bank $5s. 
The Exchange Bank is believed to have been a short-lived unchartered 
institution. PMG mentions paper clip rust. This denomination is unlisted 
in Rothert and we are aware of only two surviving examples of this rare 
Arkansas issue that was payable in Confederate notes.

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20422 Little Rock, AR- Cincinnati & Little Rock Slate Compy. $5 Dec. 1, 
1854 Rothert 409-7 Proof PMG Superb Gem Unc 67 EPQ, 6 POCs. 

As the name of the company suggests, the mission of the company was to 
quarry slate, primarily for use in roofing. The company, according to Rothert, 
was short-lived due to fraudulent activities of some of its Memphis-based 
owners. In addition to vignettes depicting quarrymen, the note has a portrait 
of Washington which was copied by Hoyer & Ludwig, even including the 
frame, and used on T7 and T8 Confederate $100 and $50 Treasury Notes 
issued in 1861. The 1990 ABNCo Archives sale contained a single example of 
this design as part of an uncut sheet in Lot 28. Based on the POC orientation, 
as well as a thorough examination of this note’s other physical characteristics, 
your cataloger feels its a virtual certainty that this note was cut from that 
sheet sometime after its sale in 2018. There are reports of the existence of a 
second sheet printed on card. However one looks at it, this is an awfully rare 
Proof in exemplary grade.

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20423 Stockton, CA- Stockton Clearing House $100 Nov. 12, 1907 
Shafer-Sheehan UNL PCGS Banknote About Unc 55 Details, RC. 

The Stockton Clearing House issued scrip during the Panic of 1907 as a 
means of temporarily keeping local commerce supplied with a circulating 
medium. The $100 denomination is extremely rare and is unlisted in the 
Shafer-Sheehan catalog. The note is roulette-cancelled indicating it was 
paid in 1908. PCGS Banknote mentions a small brown stain along the 
bottom margin and a band of mounting adhesive residue along the back 
left border.

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20424 Stockton, CA- Stockton Clearing House $500 Nov. 12, 
1907 Shafer-Sheehan CA880-500b PCGS Banknote About Unc 50 
Details, RC. 

This fully issued note was issued by the Stockton Clearing House to 
provide a means of conducting commerce during the Panic of 1907. It is 
roulette cancelled indicating it was redeemed in 1908. PCGS Banknote 
indicates that there is a thin band of mounting adhesive along the back 
left margin. Shafer and Sheehan indicated that they were aware of per- 
haps five or six surviving examples. This is only the second example that 
we have offered in two decades.

20425 Stockton, CA- Stockton Clearing House $1000 Nov. 12, 
1907 Shafer-Sheehan CA880-1000b PCGS Banknote About Unc 55 
Details, RC. 

This was the largest denomination issued by the Stockton Clearing House 
in 1907 and was redeemed in 1908 as evidenced by a roulette cancel. 
PCGS Banknote mentions a narrow band of mounting adhesive residue 
on the back left margin. Shafer and Sheehan indicated that they were 
aware of fewer than five examples and this is our first offering of this 
denomination.

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20426 Aguilar, CO- The Ideal Mercantile Company 50c July 1, 1911 
Remainder PMG Choice Extremely Fine 45. 

This small Las Animas County community has faded into nothing in 
recent years, but when this piece was issued, it was a flourishing coal min- 
ing town. Within two years after the date on this scrip, the county became 
the scene of an epic struggle between organized coal workers, strike- 
breakers, and National Guardsmen brought in by the Rockefeller owned 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company. Known as the Colorado Coalfield War, 
the strife lasted for months, with Aguilar’s post office and other buildings 
destroyed in an arson attack related to the strike. We sold a stained 25 cent 
example from this issuer in May of last year for $1,560, with the only other 
example we know of selling for over $1,600 eight years ago.

The Merchants Exchange Bank was organized in 1856 but never legiti- 
mately opened for business. Notes that had been printed were issued 
fraudulently. The $1 design features a boilermaker taking a break at cen- 
ter, with a vignette of Ceres seated at left and another of a passenger train 
at right. The $2 has a vignette of sailing ships at sea at center flanked by 
vignettes of a girl shading her eyes at left and Prosperity at right. The $3 
has a harbor scene at center and another vignette of Hope, Ceres, and 
perhaps Industry at right. The $5 has a vignette titled Dawn at left and 
another of the Connecticut coat of arms flanked by Ceres and Liberty. 
The notes have a red overall tint and red and white denominational 
protectors. The sheet is printed on India paper with four POCs in the 
signature lines of each note. PMG mentions a small stain which is of no 
consequence. There were seven sheets like this one in the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale, most of which have been cut in the past three plus decades.

Custom Trinity College Vignette 


20428 Hartford, CT- State Bank $3 Aug. 1, 1861 CT-200 G12b SENC, 
W-CT-500-003-G050a PCGS Very Fine 20. 

An exceedingly rare, and possibly unique, issued note with a custom vignette 
of Trinity College in Hartford. The building view was engraved solely for the 
title and series. Except for two different $1 variants plated in Whitman, this is 
the only other note we have seen or handled with the vignette. Roger Durand 
was very excited to acquire this long ago at the Willimantic show, and it is 
plated in his Architecture volume on page 20. At the top center is a period 
view of the campus buildings and trees. At lower left is a seated America, and 
a large red THREE protector across bottom center. An unconfirmed type in 
Whitman and the only example we have cataloged. This was one of the more 
important New England notes we sold in the Len Glazer Civil War dated note 
sale .Ex; LII Collection; our May 30, 2019 The Leonard Glazer Collection of 
Civil War Dated Currency & Related Items Sale #241621, lot 85386 (realized 
$1,800); Roger H. Durand Collection

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20429 Washington, DC- Glory Bank $20 Satirical Note May 1, 1834 
Rulau HT-N16M PMG Very Fine 25. PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

Like other notes from the “Glory Bank” series, this note is critical of both 
Andrew Jackson and Amos Kendall, a very influential Jackson “kitchen 
cabinet” member and United States Postmaster General from 1835-40. 
Seldom offered and quite rare since these notes were printed on poor 
quality paper and were not saved in any appreciable quantity. At this 
point, we are aware of three or four examples. PMG notes a damp stain 
that covers the left and bottom margins.

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20430 Highland, FL- Keystone Mills 5¢ 188__ 
PMG Very Fine 20 Net. 

Highland was a village in central Florida on the Florida Railroad, 
and was the nearest village to this sawmill operating in an area called 
Keystone Heights, now a state park. The sawmill apparently operated a 
company store where employees could use scrip such as this 5¢ note to 
purchase life’s necessities. The note is printed in black with an overall 
green tint and an ornate green denominational back. The note features 
a portrait of Columbus (although one source suggests Hernando De 
Soto). This previously mounted note has a small stain in the left margin 
with PMG noting a large tear that extends from the bottom margin up 
to between the “y” and “s” in “Keystone” in the title. This note served as 
the plate note in the 2008 Benice state catalog (page 76). Benice indicates 
a rarity level of R-7, indicating that he estimates a surviving population of 
4-12 notes.

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20431 Jacksonville, FL- Bank of St. Johns $20 May 2, 1859 FL-30 G6a 
W-FL0170-020-G030 Benice 8 Whitman PMG Very Fine 20. 

The Bank of St. Johns red color tinted issues have proven immensely popular 
with collectors for generations. Although $5 and $10 notes are encountered 
readily in auctions, they sell for ever increasing sums as time marches on. 
However, the $20 denomination, the highest from the bank, is rarely encoun- 
tered. Advanced foundational Florida specialists, such as Freddie Werner (his 
Florida Obsoletes, rivaling Harley Freeman’s RARCOA 1977 CSNS sale, were 
sold in Memphis in 1989) made due with fillers, often a severed rejoined bill 
with faults. This beauty is the only genuine issued $20 we have cataloged, and 
was once in the Benice Collection. It is plated in his important state work. It is 
serial no. 32 and the Whitman Plate Note in volume 6. 


Intricately engraved and printed by Danforth, Wright & Co. A full reddish- 
brown tint containing a white TWENTY protector. Top center, a long 
vignette of the steamer Everglade. Whether accurate to the time or a stock 
steamer vignette simply titled the Everglade, the boat did exist. Built in 
1856, the steamer Everglade was in service on the St. Johns-Savannah and St. 
Johns-Charleston routes until 1860, when competition resulted in her sale at 
auction in mid-1860. In the lower corners are a young woman at left and a 
woman with flowers at right. Arthur Reed converted his agency of the Bank 
of Charleston to the Bank of St. Johns when the state severely limited out- 
of-state banks in 1858. Although the bank never became a free bank under 
Florida law, it complied with all of the requirements, and was treated as a de 
facto free bank by the State Comptroller. Seemingly, few were issued and the 
majority redeemed, cancelled, or destroyed. We believe there are less than five 
or six intact examples known compared with hundreds of extant $5 and $10 
notes. A vastly underrated and undervalued type, simply due to its rare sight- 
ings. An important piece of Florida banking history, and a gorgeous note in 
strong condition. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20432 St. Augustine, (East) FL- Unknown Issuer 25¢ 183__ Remainder Benice 12B PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

An amazing note whose design was originally produced in 1823 for use during the 1820s. With the passage of time, the plate was reengraved to reflect an 183__ 
date. The plate’s most intriguing rework was changing the quarter dollar reverse vignette so that it reads CONFED STATES OF AMERICA, rather than UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA. Although the date was not changed on this example, issued examples exist with the modified 18__ dateline; the fourth and final modifi- 
cation to this plate. Excessively rare and sure to be a hit with Florida, Confederate, and coin vignette collectors alike. PMG notes that this example has been previ- 
ously mounted.

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20433 Tallahassee, FL- State of Florida $500 Jan. 1, 1865 Cr. 44 PMG About Uncirculated 50. 

The final state wartime issue was created by the Act of December 7, 1864 which authorized $350,000 in Treasury Notes. 380 $500 notes were printed and only 
about 190 were actually issued based on serial number analysis by Ron Benice. If Benice’s analysis is accurate, this note was perhaps one of the very last notes 
issued, bearing serial number 186. The 1865 notes are printed on the backs of sheets of unissued 1864 series notes. PMG notes some ink erosion that is not overly 
distracting. An attractive fully issued note, with great margins, no repairs, and is only seldom offered. 

Starting Bid: $2,000 
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20434 Tallahassee, FL- State Bank of Florida $20 Jan. 2, 1860 G6a Benice 42A PMG Fine 12. 

This is possibly the most desirable “late period” note from Florida, noted for its many banks, most of dubious character and limited success, dating to the 1830s 
and 1840s. The bank was incorporated in 1851 but for a variety of reasons was not able to actually commence active operation until 1859. It is unclear exactly 
when the bank ceased operation, although most sources suggest that, like most southern banks, it did not survive much beyond 1865-66 due to losses occasioned 
by the Civil War. The $20 design features the bank title arched over a vignette of two farmers harvesting corn, flanked by a vignette of two Native Americans at 
left and the state Comptroller’s Office die at right. This indicates that the bank was operating under the state’s little used Free Banking laws. There is a red 20 pro- 
tector and two gray TWENTY protectors in the signature spaces. Aside from some minor rust spots and a tiny chip out of the top margin, the note has managed 
to avoid any repairs or meaningful impairments. On a note of this rarity those things are easily forgiven. At present, this is one of three examples known, with the 
last appearance in one of our public auctions being over a decade ago, when a slightly better condition note crossed the auction block in our 2011 FUN Signature 
Currency Auction for $12,650. 

Starting Bid: $5,000 
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20435 Augusta, GA- Confederate Exchange / L. Henry & Co. 15¢ ND (ca. 1862-63) PCGS About New 50. 

The exact nature of this issuer’s business is unknown at present. Sometimes merchants would “dress up” their issues with patriotic or confidence inspir- 
ing names to give their notes a little greater acceptance. At present, it is not known if this was the actual name of a business, or just a generally patriotic 
slogan. The name on this note appears to be L. Henry & Co. Henry is a common enough name and offers little assistance in gathering additional infor- 
mation on this issuer. This note, which was once part of the Alan Dorris Collection, brought $1,175 when it crossed the auction block in our 2015 FUN 
Currency Signature Auction.

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20436 Columbus, GA- Bank of Columbus $20-$20-$50-$100 Sep. 
1, 1856 as G50a- as G50a- as G60a- as G70a Uncut Proof Sheet PMG 
Choice Uncirculated 64, 4 POCs (each note). 

The Bank of Columbus was organized in 1829 and remained in busi- 
ness until April 1, 1866, when all of its assets were turned over to the 
appointed assignee for the purposes of liquidation. The $20 design fea- 
tures a vignette of a large industrial complex, probably related to the tex- 
tile industry, flanked by vignettes of an allegorical woman seated at left 
and an overseer on horseback with slaves in a cotton field at right. The 
$50 design features a large vignette of a steamboat and covered bridge at 
left, and an oval portrait of Washington at right. The $100 design has a 
vignette of a hunter warming his hands over a campfire which is nestled 
inside a large C counter. The sheet is printed on India paper with four 
POCs in the signature lines of each note. This sheet was once part of the 
ABNCo Archives holdings that were sold in 1990. There were around 
twelve sheets like this one in that sale, with many having been cut in the 
last three decades.

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20437 Morgan, GA- Bank of Morgan $5-$10-$20-$50 18__ as G8a- as 
G12a- as Gl6a- as G18a Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Choice About Unc 58, 
4 POCs (each note). 

The Bank of Morgan was chartered in 1856 but apparently never legiti- 
mately went into operation. As a result, “issued” notes seen today were 
parts of various schemes to defraud the unwary and the careless in 
the antebellum era. The $5 features a vignette of a herd of wild horses, 
flanked by, interestingly, the New Jersey coat of arms and a vignette of 
a girl shading her eyes at right. The $10 has a dramatic vignette of an 
American eagle on a shield holding arrows and an olive branch in its 
talons, with flags of various states behind it. Vignettes of a Revolutionary 
War era soldier at left and a Native American warrior at right complete 
the design. The $20 features a vignette of cattle being driven across a river 
at left, a small vignette of a farmer and sailor by a shield at right, and an 
oval male portrait at lower right. The $50 features a vignette of a train at 
a passenger station flanked by another of three people conversing by a 
horse cart at left and an oval vignette of Ceres at right. Each note has a 
large red denominational protector. The sheet is printed on India paper 
with four POCs in the signature lines of each note. PMG mentions a small 
stain on the $5, hidden in the “BA” of BANK in the bank title. There were 
nine sheets like this scattered across a number of lots in the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale, many of which have been cut to meet the demand for indi- 
vidual Proof notes in the following three decades. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20438 Rome, GA- Bank of the Empire State $1-$1-$1-$2 18__ as 
G2a x3 - as G4a Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Uncirculated 61, 4 POCs 
(each note). 

The bank was chartered in 1856 and remained in business into the Civil 
War, with notes dated as late as April of 1863. The bank’s final years are 
a bit sketchy, but the beginning of the end was probably May, 1864, when 
Rome was taken by Union forces. After the war, the bank’s notes traded 
at around 20¢ on the dollar, but beginning in 1869, dropped precipitously 
to 1¢ on the dollar, suggesting that any opportunities for further redemp- 
tions had been exhausted by then. The $1 design has a vignette of Liberty 
seated by the Georgia coat of arms, flanked by a vignette of a seated 
sailor at lower left and a portrait of a young woman at lower right. The $2 
design features a large vignette of the steamboat Pennington steaming up 
river titled Mississippi River Boat flanked by a vignette of a sailor hold- 
ing the Stars and Stripes next to a seated mechanic, titled Union, at left 
and an oval vignette (cut down from a larger vignette) of Justice seated 
by a shield depicting a cotton plant. All of the notes have a striking dark 
orange overall tint, and imposing orange and white denominational pro- 
tectors including a huge lazy 2 protector on the $2. The sheet is printed 
on India paper, with four POCs in the signature lines of each note. PMG 
mentions a tape repair of a tear or cut in the bottom right margin of the 
$2. Based on your cataloger’s interpretation of some sometimes confusing 
and vague lot descriptions for this issuer in the 1990 ABNCo Archives 
sale, there were perhaps 4-6 sheets of this layout. In the last thirty plus 
years, at least some, if not most, of these sheets have been cut.

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20439 Rome, GA- Bank of the Empire State $5-$5-$10-$20 18__ as 
G6a x2-G8a-G10a Uncut Proof Sheet PMG About Uncirculated 53, 4 
POCs (each note). 

The $5 design features a farm wife caring for her children during the 
harvest. This view is flanked by vignettes of two Native Americans gaz- 
ing at the encroachment of “Civilization” in the form of a distant city 
and the Georgia coat of arms. The $10 has a vignette of a farmer taking 
a lunch break with his children as well as a vignette of a young girl shad- 
ing her eyes at left. The $20 has dual vignettes of a passenger train and 
the Georgia coat of arms flanked by Liberty and Justice and a portrait of 
Henry Clay at lower right. All of the notes have a light brown-orange tint 
and large orange and white denominational protectors. The sheet is print- 
ed on India paper mounted on cardstock with four POCs in the signature 
lines of each note. PMG notes that the upper left corner of the top $5 has 
been severed and reattached. There were up to six or so sheets (some lot 
descriptions are vague as to the color in a couple of instances) like this in 
the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. Many of these sheets have long since been 
cut up to meet the demand for individual notes.

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20440 Rome, GA- Bank of the Empire State $50-$100 18__ as G12a- 
as Gl4a Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Choice Uncirculated 63, 4 POCs 
(each note). 

The $50 design features Liberty and a Revolutionary War era soldier 
flanking the Georgia coat of arms. This vignette is flanked by Ceres 
holding an oval portrait of Washington at upper left and denominational 
counters in the other three corners. The $100 design has a cut down ver- 
sion of the vignette that served as the inspiration for the train vignette 
used on Confederate T39 $100 Treasury Notes. This is flanked by a cut 
down version of the soldier vignette used on the $50 at left and a portrait 
of Jefferson at right. Both notes have an orange overall tint with orange 
and white protectors expressing the value in both numerals and words. 
The sheet is printed on India paper with four POCs in the signature lines 
on each note. PMG mentions tears, only one of which is obvious through 
the holder in the upper right margin of the $50 by the plate letter A. It 
appears that there were around three of these two-subject sheets in the 
1990 ABNCo Archives sale (some lot descriptions are vague) and that at 
least one, and perhaps two, of these sheets were cut after the sale. Over 
the last thirty plus years since the 1990 event, many of the sheets have 
been cut to provide individual notes to the market. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20441 Savannah, GA- Merchants and Planters Bank $3-$5-$5-$10 
18__ as G6a- as G8a x2- G10a Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Uncirculated 61, 
4 POCs (each note). 

The bank was organized in 1856 and remained in active business until 
Savannah fell to Sherman in December, 1864. After the fall of Savannah, 
information is limited but one can look at broker quotations for the 
bank’s issues of between 5¢ and 11¢ in the first few years following the 
end of the war to understand that the bank had not survived. We know 
that the bank suspended and assigned its assets to a receiver, but the 
exact date has been lost to time. The $3 note has a handsome vignette 
of a steam-powered vessel and a portrait of Henry Clay. The $5 note has 
a panoramic vignette of the Georgia coat of arms flanked by Justice and 
Liberty that spans the width of the note with a steamboat and train in 
the distance. The $10 note has a large vignette of Ceres seated flanked by 
a portrait of George Troup (1780-1856), who served in various political 
roles including Governor of Georgia, and a vignette of the Georgia coat 
of arms. All of the notes have a red denominational protector. The sheet is 
printed on India paper with four POCs in the signature lines, with PMG 
noting a tape repair on the back as well as tears which are not overtly 
obvious through the holder. There were thirteen sheets like this one in 
the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, with many having been cut in the past 
thirty years to satisfy collector demand for individual notes.

20442 Decatur, (IL)- R. Liddle’s $20 Advertising Note ND (ca. 1870s) 
PMG Choice About Unc 58. 

Interestingly this is the second different contemporary counterfeit note that 
we have offered which was utilized by Richard Liddle, a Decatur, IL, mer- 
chant. This counterfeit is a CT18/107 $20 Treasury Note, whereas the previ- 
ously offered example was a counterfeit T39 $100 Treasury Note. Liddle was a 
long time merchant in Decatur who passed away in 1887. The counterfeit was 
obviously prepared for circulation, as it is completely filled in but ended up 
being the host for a midwest merchant a decade or so after the war. It would 
be interesting to know Liddle’s source for period counterfeits rather than the 
poorly printed facsimiles that were far more commonly used. A quite unusual 
pairing that is seldom seen.

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20443 Thebes, IL- Canal Bank $5 May 1, 1860 as G4a Proof PMG 
Choice Uncirculated 63, 6 POCs. 

The Canal Bank was organized in 1860 on the eve of the Civil War. Its 
circulation was secured by a combination of Georgia, Tennessee, and 
Louisiana state bonds, whose value was dramatically and negatively 
impacted by the start of the Civil War. The bank did not answer calls 
to reduce its circulation or provide more securities to the state, and 
was placed in liquidation on August 30, 1861. National Bank Note Co. 
produced a magnificent red and black design that features a large bus- 
tling harbor scene titled In Harbor, the state Auditor’s Office die, and a 
vignette of a sailor home from the sea titled Homeward Bound. Red secu- 
rity panels and other design elements contributed to enhanced counter- 
feit protection. The note is printed on India paper, mounted on cardstock, 
with six POCs in the signature lines. PMG mentions a small tear hiding 
someplace on the note, but it has no impact on this note’s visual appeal 
and desirability. We are presently aware of three examples in Proof form, 
with this one being the nicest of the three.

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20444 Topeka, KS - Handwritten $400.00 10% Interest Bearing Three 
Months Promissory Note Signed by “G. A. Custer” Nov. 1, 1870. Fine, 
Cut-cancelled. 

A historic financial instrument hand-signed by G. [eorge] A. [rmstrong] 
Custer. An impressive promissory note with only two examples known to 
us. Its provenance is by descent through the Custer family commencing with 
Elizabeth “Libby” Bacon Custer, her caretakers, and their heirs. Oblong DS, 
8.5 cm by 20.5 cm. Lithographed part printed “___after date” form on blue 
bond paper without imprint. Left end, vignette of seated female America and 
Liberty with flag and fasces adapted from earlier obsolete banknotes. Fully 
accomplished in black cursive pen for “$400.00” from “Topeka, Kansas” and 
dated “Nov 1, 1870” across the top lines. Payable by Custer (as “I”) “Three 
months” after date to order of “John C. Howard.” Fourth line with “Four 
Hundred——” written Dollars/ [at -crossed out] “with interest at 10 per 
cent-”/ Value received “This note is secured a / mortgage legally stamped.” 
In margin No “3664” Signed lower right in light blue pen “G. A. Custer” 
Verso endorsed by John C. Howard with oval blue “PAID” stamping. The 
loan was payable “Feb. 1” [1871]. This is one of two examples of this Custer 
signed promissory note that surfaced initially in 2012 in the Spink Smythe 
Collector’s Series sales. It traces its lineage all the way back to “Libby” Custer 
(childless) through various family members and friends of the family where it 
eventually found its way to Brooklyn, New York. An accounts ledger within 
that “shoe box” trove auctioned refers to buying lands along the future rail- 
roads. Presumably, the investments made from Topeka may have been con- 
cerning the expansion of Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway further into 
the frontier. Overall condition is Very Fine, but the signature is machine razor 
cut-cancelled throughout with some tiny voids, but Custer’s signature is clear 
and penned distinctly. Vertical quarter folds and left hand corner folds. Some 
wear on the extremities and edge toning. The first example of this type sold 
for $6,200 in the initial 2012 Spink Smythe “Custer Shoe Box” sale. This is 
one of most interesting promissory notes we have cataloged and has ties with 
Americana, Militaria, and documents. We have handled Marine Bank and 
Planters National Bank checks with Custer’s broad brush signatures coveted 
by collectors. Though the signature here is cut-cancelled, the provenance and 
historic content make this a very prized Custer document. Ex: Spink Smythe’s 
Collector’s Series Sale 316, May 22-23, 2013, lot 1124 (front cover of cata- 
log); “George Armstrong Custer Shoe Box Collection”; by descent via fam- 
ily friends and heirs; niece of Margaret Flood; Margaret and Patrick Flood, 
caretakers for Libby Custer until her death in 1933 (age 91); Elizabeth “Libby” 
Bacon Custer.

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20445 New Orleans, LA- Jacob Klees 25¢ Mar. 24, 1862 PCGS Banknote 
Very Fine 20. 

Jacob Klees is listed in the 1861 New Orleans City Directory as an under- 
taker at the address shown on this note, 155 Front Levee. The note design is 
somewhat different than other 1862 merchant issues seen from New Orleans, 
with a delicate blue floral border but no other vignettes. This note has a bit of 
tattering and minor internal paper damage that is not going to stop serious 
Louisiana collectors from bidding on this rare scrip note from the Crescent 
City. This is the first time we have offered anything from this issuer.

Serial Number 7 
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20446 New Orleans, LA- Bank of Louisiana $1,000 June 14, 1862 G32a 
PMG Very Fine 25. 

The bank chartered in 1824 and remained in business until June 17, 1863, 
when it was suspended and placed in liquidation. The $1,000 design, like 
many high denomination designs, is not overly ornate and featuring a large 
vignette of a sailor reclining against bales and barrels on a dock at top center, 
and a very small vignette of the bank’s headquarters at bottom center. A large 
slate blue 1,000 protector is across the center of the note, and an ornate orange 
back completes the design. 

Starting Bid: $700 
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20447 New Orleans, LA- Merchants’ Bank $10 May 27, 1862 G26a 
PMG Very Fine 25. 

The bank was formerly operating as the Bank of James Robb until 1858, 
when it changed its name to the Merchants’ Bank. The bank survived the 
Civil War, remaining in business until 1879 according to several sources. 
The $10 design was issued after the fall of New Orleans, and the bank 
was issuing unregistered notes (note that the free banking die at left has 
been altered to read simply STATE OF LOUISIANA). The center vignette 
depicts an allegorical female seated with a shield and sheaf of wheat, 
flanked by the aforementioned state die at left and an oval female portrait 
at right. A large red-orange X - TEN - X protector/panel completes the 
design. PMG mentions some minor ink erosion that has little impact on 
this rare and historic note. 

Starting Bid: $875 
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20448 Portland, ME- Atlantic Bank $50-$100-$500 18__ G28b- 
G32b-G36b as Wait-19-20-21 Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Uncirculated 62, 
6 POCs (each note). 

This is the second bank by this name to operate in Portland. It was incor- 
porated in 1856 and closed in 1860. The $50 features a large vignette of an 
allegorical woman surrounded by symbols of Manufacturing, although 
it is titled Hebe. A smaller vignette of a sailor seated on a barrel appears 
at left. The $100 has a large vignette of two allegorical women seated, 
representing Agriculture and Manufacturing flanked by an oval female 
portrait at left and a vignette of a young sailor at right. The $500 features 
a vignette of a farm family in conversation with the local blacksmith at 
left and another of a mechanic at right. All of the notes have an overall 
orange tint and a large orange and white denominational protector. The 
sheet is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with six POCs in 
the signature lines of each of the three notes. PMG notes a “tear” which 
your cataloger believes is a very small chip missing out of the lower right 
margin of the $500. There were thirteen sheets of this variety with the 
orange tint and protectors in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, with a large 
number having subsequently been cut. A sign of how many uncut sheets 
may remain is that this is only the second sheet of this format that we 
have offered in two decades.

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20449 Boston, MA- Howard Banking Co. Counterfeit $5 Aug. 23, 1858 
C8a PMG Choice Extremely Fine 45. 

The bank opened in 1853 and remained in business until 1858 when it became 
the Howard Bank which went on to become the Howard National Bank of 
Boston in 1864. Although a counterfeit, this is still a very popular note because 
of the roof-top Santa Claus vignette (Durand Type I) depicting Old Saint Nick 
and his reindeer on the job on Christmas Eve. This vignette is flanked by a 
portrait of John Howard at left and a vignette of five allegorical women includ- 
ing Justice, Minerva, Liberty, and Industry at right. Many of the counterfeits 
are boldly stamped as counterfeits or are in low grades. This example si a 
happy exception with no distractions worth mentioning by PMG.

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20450 Provincetown, MA- Provincetown Bank $50-$100 Dec. 1, 1854 
as Gl4a- as Gl6a Uncut Proof Sheet PMG Choice Uncirculated 63, 4 
POCs (each note). 

The bank was incorporated in 1854 and remained in business until 
becoming the First National Bank of Provincetown in 1865. The $50 
design features an allegorical woman seated by bales on the shore and an 
oval female portrait at lower left. A large red 50 protector completes the 
design. The $100 has a nautical theme with vignettes of a large sailing 
vessel and a sailor leaning on a capstan. The $100 also has a large red 100 
protector. the two subject sheet is printed on India paper with four POCs 
in the signature lines of each note. PMG notes two pin holes that just 
touch the framelines at top left and bottom right. There were two uncut 
$50-$100 sheets with red protectors in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale and 
one of them has been cut, leaving this, in all likelihood, the sole surviving 
sheet of this variety

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20451 Jackson, MS- State of Mississippi $50 Jan. 8, 1862 Cr. 2Ab 
PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

Part of the state’s first war issue and printed and delivered by ABNCo just 
before the start of the war. This $50 features a vignette of a large mule- 
drawn wagon, flanked by a portrait of state treasurer M.D. Haynes at left 
and a slave picking cotton at right. A red-orange FIFTY protector panel at 
bottom center completes the design of this note. Due to the 10% interest 
paid on these notes, they were called early, and all interest payments were 
suspended on December 5, 1863. PMG mentions pinholes that have little, 
if any, impact on this lovely note which, importantly, has an untoned pro- 
tector panel.

This municipal note, issued in the first decade after the Civil War, was 
printed by National Bank Note Company and featured a vignette, titled 
The Crossing, engraved by Robert Hinshelwood and/or James Smillie. 
This vignette, of course , had made a controversial appearance on the 
Confederate T2 $500 Treasury Note produced by the company at the start 
of the Civil War. This large magnificently detailed vignette is flanked by 
others of a bull’s head and a young woman holding flowers. Counterfeit 
deterrence was enhanced by green border and design elements and an 
intricate brown denominational back. PCGS notes some paper scuffs 
on the back of this very rare note, once part of the Eric P. Newman 
Collection, that are not overly distracting. We are aware of only two 
examples at present.

20453 St. Louis, Missouri - Copper Printing Plate by P. Maverick, 
Durand & Co. for the Land Office/Post Office, “Receive at the Post Office” 
50¢- 75¢ - 25¢-12-1/2¢ Notes. Very Fine. 

A unique museum piece that was displayed at both Newman Money 
Museums for decades. This engraved copper plate is unique and shows the 
impressive workmanship of P. Maverick, Durand & Co., a rarely seen imprint 
and short-lived affiliation. Rarely encountered, obsolete currency printing 
plates comprise important security printing items. The sheets printed from 
this copper plate are rare (as cataloged previously in our Newman Collection 
sales cf. Part VIII, lot 28347) and usually seen only in specialized collections. 
As discussed previously in the Newman Part VIII catalog, the partnership 
of gifted engraver Peter Maverick and brilliant engineer Cyrus Durand laid 
the foundation for early security printing in the nation. The plate is beauti- 
fully preserved to this day. Copper, with exterior dimensions 11.1 cm x 21 
cm; engraved image area 9.3 cm by 19.0 cm. The blank back has a maker’s 
mark of “T. Large JUNR / LITTLE NEW ST [London].” There are very few 
Midwestern currency printing plates known from this early period, and we 
have not seen a plate from this imprint combination in private hands. Ex; LII

(realized $2,640); Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society

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20454 De Soto, NE (Terr.)- Western Land and Exchange Co. $1 December 
1, 1857 NE-35 G2 Walton 1 Proof PCGS Banknote Choice Unc 64. 

An extremely rare Nebraska bank and predecessor title type. This commenc- 
es a sextet of important proof rarities once in the Gerome Walton Collection. 
Gerome collected for decades and wrote the Nebraska currency opus can- 
vassing Obsoletes, Nationals, and Scrip as well as related financial material. 
The Western Land and Exchange Company is represented mostly by Proof 
notes, and only the $1 denomination was known to him when he plated one 
in his 1978 opus. The discovery of a single sheet of $1-$2 proofs was concealed 
(although cross-referenced in the index) in the Connecticut section (lot 90) 
of the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. That offering increased the census of this 
series ever so slightly and revealed the $2 note’s existence. This example is 
from that sheet and faces up as a real beauty. India paper proof on original 
card by American Bank Note Company, New-York/Jocelyn, Draper, Welsh & 
Co. with no POCs or other means of cancellation. Realistically engraved with 
a muscular woodsman in repose after felling a thick tree single-handedly it 
seems. James Buchanan, then President, and a young girl are the corner por- 
traits. The bank opened briefly with this title, without the benefit of a charter 
in 1857, and remained in business long enough to change its name to the Corn 
Exchange Bank which opened in 1858, according to some sources, or 1860 
according to others. They issued colorful and popularly collected notes. The 
service notes a “Small Edge Tear” on the back of the holder, but it has a Gem 
look. We believe its one of two extant proofs (the other is the Walton Plate 
note) and a cancelled signed bill plated in Kelly (location unknown). Kelly 
catalog value = $1,500 in New. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20455 Nebraska City, NE (Terr.)- Platte Valley Bank $10 18__ NE-45 G10 
UNL Walton-UNL Proof PCGS Banknote Choice Uncirculated 64. 6 POCs. 

A great proof rarity and from an imprint family not in the ABNCo. Archives 
sale in 1990. This Platte Valley Bank $10 has no protector (seen only on 
proofs) and was unknown to Walton. It seems likely unique and is a hand- 
some example. India paper Proof by Toppan, Carpenter & Co. Long train 
heading westward rounds a long bend of a bridge with a wide perspective. 
Indian peering from a bluff left and Henry Clay in right oval. The bank, 
chartered in 1856, was the only bank in the Territory to redeem all of its cir- 
culation. This bank was in business until at least 1859, probably voluntarily 
closing its doors in 1860 and its building burned the same year. Quite striking 
and formerly part of the Gerome Walton Collection, it has a Gem look with 
only some natural India paper wave as printed long ago.

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20456 Nemaha City, NE (Terr.)- C.E.L. Holmes $1-$2 Post Notes 
185__ Walton-1; -2 Uncut Sheet PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 
Holmes was a prominent citizen, active in civic and political activities, 
and owned a sawmill in Nemaha City. He apparently planned to issue 
one year post notes, paying an amazing 20% interest rate. Most sources 
believe that the plan to issue $1,000 of these notes was never carried out 
beyond having the notes printed, as only remainders are known today. 
The $1 design features vignettes of an early train, Agriculture seated, and 
a dog lying by a strongbox, as well as a large red and white ONE protec- 
tor. The $2 features vignettes of a milkmaid standing with her charges, a 
different version of a dog lying by a strongbox, a small steamboat, and a 
large red and white TWO protector. We are presently aware of two sheets 
of these $1 and $2 notes in this format. We sold the other sheet over a 
decade ago, when it crossed the auction block for $1,725.

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20457 Nemaha City, NE (Terr.)- C.E.L. Holmes $1-$5 Post Notes 185__ Walton-1; -4 Uncut Sheet PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

This is the first $1-$5 uncut sheet we have seen on this early Nebraska sawmill operator. The $1 design is the same as just described in this auction, while 
the $5 design features vignettes of Agriculture seated at lower left, a dog head at bottom center, and a Native American with a rifle looking out while 
reclining on a bluff at right. A large red and white FIVE protector spans the note. This is the first time we have offered a $5 as either an individual note or 
as part of a sheet.

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20458 Omaha, NE (Terr.)- Omaha and Chicago Bank $10 May 1, 1861 UNL Walton 4 Proof PCGS Banknote Choice Unc 63, 4 POCs. 

A stellar Nebraska Obsolete rarity and certainly a candidate as one of the greatest Cornhusker obsoletes assiduously collected by preeminent scholar Gerome 
Walton. Though listed in his 1978 work and plated twice (it was once part of the $1-$2-$5-$10 proof sheet, later cut into four individual proofs); Haxby missed 
listing it although the number assigned follows sequence. We are virtually certain it is unique and its artistry is masterful. India paper proof by the American 
Bank Note Co. New-York. The vermillion protectors and micro-devices contrast vividly with the deep black intaglio printing. The main vignette, pastoral and 
elegant, feature a family in a farm yard scene. A demure facing girl wearing pearls is at lower left, while a profiled young girl wishing upon a dandelion is at lower 
right. The bank requested a charter in 1857 that was denied. The bank apparently continued on as if it had been granted, as the following year the legislature 
introduced a bill to “prevent the improper issue of the Omaha and Chicago Bank.” Walton had an interesting observation that there was a town in Nebraska 
named Chicago and that the bank probably had no connection to The Chicago in Illinois. It is a Gem in our view, grading has discounted some natural paper 
wave as the note was printed. Framed perfectly and the color devices remain vibrant. American Bank Note Co. late proofs such as this have always been coveted, 
but from this rarely encountered state it is exceptional. We have never seen another, and this may be its first public offering ever. Formerly from the Gerome 
Walton Collection, it is a star in the sky of Nebraska and all rare obsolete notes, with the pedigree and style to match.

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20459 Omaha City, NE (Terr.)- Bank of Nebraska $1 18__ NE-55 G2a 
Walton 1 Proof PCGS Banknote Choice Unc 64, 10 POCs. 

There are two series of notes from the short-lived and failed bank, but this 
emission is much rarer and especially so in proof. India paper proof by 
Toppan, Carpenter & Co. with a large, ornate protector “1” at the right, with 
a dynamic Indian on horseback spearing a bison vignette at the upper left. At 
the lower right is a custom portrait of Mrs. B. F. Allen, wife of the first presi- 
dent of the bank. This “B” position originated on the sheet plated in Walton 
and Muscalus’ “Paper Money in Sheets” volume. It is one of two known 
proofs and has the look of a Gem. There are ten POCs across the signatures 
as made. Formerly from the Gerome Walton Collection and plated in the 
book twice.

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20460 Omaha City, NE (Terr.)- Bank of Nebraska $2 18__ NE-55 G6a

Walton 
was aware of one letter from the Territorial Governor to the District Attorney 
that included the “Nebraska Bank and Land Company” as one of a number 
of banks that the Governor wanted shut down because they were operating 
illegally, and were not redeeming their circulation. The paltry remnants of 
issued bills with the title are never seen. India paper proof on its archive book 
card by Danforth, Wright & Co. Cattle crossing a stream, woods, and fauna, 
with oval portraits in the lower corners. There were not many proofs from 
Nebraska in the 1990 epic sale. Formerly from the Gerome Walton Collection.

A vignette of a pas- 
senger train rounding a curve is at lower left and another of “rush hour” 
on an early plank road is at lower right.

One of the most fascinating Civil War scrip notes that we have encountered. 
The hotel operated under several other names beginning in 1833, with the 
name changing to the “Exchange Hotel” in 1851. It is known that Parker was 
the proprietor of the hotel and was also involved in the cattle business. The 
hotel remained in business for a number of years under the Exchange Hotel 
banner, with the building finally being razed in 1919. Santa Fe’s location was 
very strategic, and numerous Confederate and Union skirmishes occurred 
in the area before the Confederate hold on the New Mexico Territory was 
ended with the Union victory at the Battle of Glorieta Pass. The exact role of 
Alex Blake & Co. is not completely understood at present. The firm may have 
only been acting as an exchange broker, utilizing unissued notes from the 
hotel, rather than having new notes prepared. The note itself was printed in 
St. Louis by R.P. Studley & Co., Lith. St. Louis, Mo. on white bond paper and 
was redeemable in United States Treasury Notes. This is a unique example 
to our knowledge, and the $1.50 odd denomination adds to its character and 
mystique. This example only has honest circulation and soiling on a note that 
saw considerable commerce in the “Wild West” of New Mexico’s Civil War 
days. This is a dynamic artifact of Western American financial history and 
formerly part of the Eric P. Newman Collection

This note is artistically rendered to the highest standards from the Danforth, 
Wright & Co., New-York & Philad. imprint.

This bank’s notes would be 
virtually unknown to Obsolete collectors if not for the 1990 American Bank 
Note Company Archive auction’s Proof sheets, all with different configura- 
tions and diagnostics as issued notes from the title are exceedingly rare. An 
India paper Proof on archive book card and one of four examples on the 
sole sheet sold in 1990 and acquired there by John Whitney Walter. The four 
individual proofs traded hands after his epic sale outside Chicago nearly two 
decades. The 52 Collection impression, plate C, was the cover note of its first 
named catalog in June 2010 and realized $8,912.50. The Mayer example, plate 
A, realized $5,175 in August 2014. This piece, plate D, is perhaps the most 
interesting as they blue machine numbered it “1926” to show the bank how 
that improved technology looked like, instead of the labor needed for the 
previous hand numbering. This is a Gem, impressive throughout. The central 
vignette features two stonecutters artfully at work. The boy’s portrait at the 
left, seen on other denominations for the bank, is likely the son of the bank’s 
cashier or president. Red tinted across the note, deeper rust shade around the 
perimeter. An important proof in the entire canon of U.S. Obsolete notes. 
Dazzling comes to mind among several superlatives. Ex: Charles R. Pease 
Collection; John Whitney Walter Sale, October 2004; ABNCo. Archives via

A group of 
five persons including a sailor, mechanic, and perhaps a teacher and her 
student are on a dock with a lighthouse in the distance. The $2 features 
a larger, more detailed version of the dogs and birds vignette found on 
the $1s, with the state Bank Department die at left and a vignette of Ceres 
kneeling with a standing woman at right. All of the notes have a vibrant 
orange overall tint and bold orange and white denominational protectors

The hotel traces its origins to 1834 when Jonathan Latham enlarged his 
home to accommodate travellers and named it Orient Point House. Latham 
died in 1853 and after a succession of owners, Anna Brownson purchased the 
property in 1860 and gave it to her niece, Elizabeth Parsons, two years later in 
1862. It is assumed that T:T. Parsons was perhaps her husband. This fits per- 
fectly with the date on what must be a contender for the gaudiest scrip note 
of the Civil War, being printed in “vibrant” purple, red, green, and black. A 
repair has been noted by PMG.

It is one of two known to us, but as a Gem, it is by far the finer (the other has 
handling and toning, sold uncertified in 2014 as “Extremely Fine”). The other 
has been in only three private collections over a 65-year span, attesting to 
how special this type is. Printed on India paper and mounted on cardstock, 
with the printing clarity and rich colors as vibrant as they were in 1860. 
Full green lace tint covers the note, as used in this series, with the signature 
blocks shaded a bit deeper. At the right of center, a tall, well-shaped deep 
red protector “5” provides a counterbalance to the mesmerizing woman’s 
portrait facing to the left, gazing directly from the note’s surfaces like Mona 
Lisa. The portrait, nearly quarter-length, shows a beautiful woman wearing a 
formal dress, with her head tipped to show her ornate earrings. This vignette 
was adapted directly from Henry Cousin’s mezzotint engraving “Beaming 
Eyes” based on original art by English portrait painter Charles Baxter. It was 
originally engraved for Danforth, Wright & Co., and also used on the unlisted 
Union Bank of Missouri $5 Branch payable proof type once contained in the 
Newman Collection as well as this note. The ABN later used this art later 
with an added fan and a different style of clothing. At the lower left are chick- 
ens with a group of hatchlings getting used to their new surroundings. At the 
far right is the square New York Bank Seal.

A unique Obsolete note, superbly engraved and printed to the highest stan- 
dards, and originating in the 1990 ABNCo. sale. In our opinion, this is the 
most impressive and intricately detailed intaglio plate ever accomplished for 
an obsolete banknote. The view of the Crystal Palace in New York merits the 
expressive portrayal seen here. In the foreground, it is next to impossible to 
count the people fully, but virtually all of them are realistically portrayed in 
minute detail, including foreign visitors from the Islamic and Asian sphere. 
Children, dogs, horses, wagons, even the military guard are finely engraved. 
The building details are extraordinary. A colorful pair of vermillion dies 
flank the vignette on this finely crafted note by Danforth, Wright & Co. This 
view appears on two series that we are aware of, this note and the other on 
the Iron Bank, Morristown, NJ. An India paper proof on archive book card, 
this was from the sole sheet in lot 1348 in the ABNCo Archive Sale in 1990. 
There are the usual small POCs in each signature space as made. One of the 
elite New York proofs to originally hail from the epic 1990 sale Ex Michael 
S. Tallent Collection; private purchase, 2008 (at $8,000); Herb and Martha 
Schingoethe Collection.

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20482 Utica, NY- Bank of the United States (2nd) Utica Branch 
Contemporary Counterfeit $5 Sep. 1, 1837 UNL PMG Choice Fine 15. 
Our first offering of either a genuine or a counterfeit note on this short- 
lived branch that was in operation only from 1830-35. Haxby lists a $50 
and a $100 counterfeit for the Utica branch and every listing of his for this 
branch has the acronym SENC, “Surviving Example Not Confirmed.” 
Penned on the back is, “Pay to Bearer A.K. Sanger.” This is a nice mid- 
grade example even with the ink erosion in the cashier’s signature.

The bank was organized in 1855 and was placed in liquidation in late 1866, 
with final settlements not occurring until after 1868. The $6 design fea- 
tures a vignette of a family rafting down a river, perhaps to a new begin- 
ning in the West. Ceres kneeling by a standing Native American woman is 
at lower right, and a large red SIX protector lies across the face of the note 
at lower center. PMG mentions a tiny corner repair of the upper right cor- 
ner tip that has only minimal impact on this note’s desirability.

The $7 design features an allegorical vignette of Agriculture, Liberty, and 
Navigation that shares space with a smaller vignette of a farmer resting at 
left, and a large red SEVEN protector across the face of the note. The note 
is evenly circulated, printed on bright paper, with good color and penned 
information. PMG indicates that the note has been repaired. These 
repairs seem to be limited to some very small sealed edge tears in the top 
and bottom margins, and a minor repair in the President’s signature, all 
of which need to be backlit to become apparent.

At left is a vignette of a slave working 
with cotton that was apparently copied by Blanton Duncan for use on the 
T29 Confederate $10 Treasury Note in 1861 with some embellishments. 
At right is a seldom seen vignette of a younger Ben Franklin setting type. 
For enhanced security the note has two orange 20 protectors, two bicolor 
counters, and the bank name printed in orange. A wonderfully executed 
and rare North Carolina note.

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20487 Wilmington, NC- Bank of Cape Fear, Salem Branch $6 June 1, 
1858 G405b PMG Very Fine 20. 

The Bank of Cape Fear was a large multi-branch network that was ini- 
tially organized in 1804 and ultimately had seven branches in addition to 
Wilmington. The Bank of Cape Fear network suffered a slow agonizing 
death after the war, with the Shareholders Annual Meeting on May 22, 1870 
finally implementing steps to wind up the bank’s affairs. Bits and pieces of 
the bank’s assets, such as branch bank buildings, had been placed up for sale 
several years before this final act, and $130,000 in circulating notes had been 
burned in 1869. The Salem branch opened in 1848 and probably wound up its 
active business around 1866 with the rest of the network. This variety of the 
$6 is the most striking, with an brown-orange overall tint and a large orange 
and white 6 protector that dominates the center of the note, which features a 
large nautical vignette showcasing a number of sailing vessels at sea. While 
the note has seen time in circulation, it has not attracted any repairs and has 
clear straight margins and an absence of any meaningful impairments or 
distractions. A great addition to any odd denomination, North Carolina, or 
nautical collection.

A pleasant evenly circulated note with no repairs 
or meaningful impairments, and great ties to both North Carolina and 
Confederate numismatics.

The $9 design, although of pre-war origins, depicted the type of ship used in some areas to slip through the Union blockade of coastal waters in the 
South during the Civil War. The note employs an overall brown-orange tint and a large orange and white 9 protector. PMG mentions a tear repair that 
does not blatantly announce its size or location through the holder. Always popular due to its denomination, color scheme, and vignette subject matter. 
Starting Bid: $400 
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20491 Tahlequah, Indian Territory- Cherokee Nation 50c June 13, 1862 Cr. CHR N-1, Burgett 5 PMG Very Fine 25. 

A lovely 50 cent note from this interesting series that evolved from the Cherokee treaty with Brigadier Confederate General Albert Pike, signed against the advice 
of Paramount Chief John Ross. A major portion of this treaty was the settlement of the 1846 claims due from Washington in the form of specie ($77,644.36, per 
Douglas B. Ball’s research) and a trove of $172,300 in Confederate treasury notes. The planned higher denomination notes, mostly $20, $50, and $100 notes, 
would help in commerce, while local change needs could be met by this series, which was printed in denominations from 50 cents to $5. The notes were signed by 
two Ross family members: Lewis Ross, brother of Chief John Ross and uncle of Clerk Joshua Ross, who was a wealthy slaveholder. These notes did not circulate 
for long, as most were seized and destroyed in the Union raid in July of 1862, which resulted in the capture and deportation of Chief John Ross by Union officials. 
He was replaced by his constant nemesis within the Nation, Stand Watie, as Chief, who was also made a Brigadier General in the Confederate Army. This is a 
uniface note printed on very thin, nearly translucent rag paper. It is without imprint, but now attributed to John Candy in the Shull-Criswell reference. Intricate, 
ornamental patterns are seen at the top and bottom frame lines. End panels at left and right, composed of linked oval ornaments, enclose the denomination 
HALF DOLLAR in English at the left and translated into the Sequoyah (named for the Cherokee innovator) alphabet at the right. The interesting use of both lan- 
guage styles helped prevent raising the notes’ denominations. The bolded numeric denomination is at upper left. The obligation is across, bolded Fifty Cents, and 
its translation in dialect. The additional obligation at the top, “Issued by authority of Law in lieu of Notes of the Confederate States,” is continued along the bot- 
tom margin, “which are retained in the Treasury for the redemption hereof.” The Shull-Criswell Rarity 10 (5-15 known) is accurate. This is a superior note and 
the finest of this denomination we have seen, as even the Newman Collection example was in an “Apparent” holder with a piece missing and a tear. Heritage has 
only sold three 50 cent examples, with the last, grading Fine 15, realizing $5,280 in October of 2021. A tiny ink burn is mentioned by PMG, but affects nothing on 
this excessively rare and attractive Civil War era example.

This is possibly the most unusual advertising note we have ever offered. 
Brown’s Museum Hotel was located on Hanover Street near the 
Frankford Road in Kensington / Philadelphia. The style of the note sug- 
gests perhaps the 1840s and the center vignette is quite unique, depicting 
a two headed, six legged calf. Your cataloger feels safe in assuming that 
it is the only note with this vignette subject. This amazing note has been 
backed, but that is of little consequence on a note like this.

$10 features a vignette titled The Twins that depicts two women repre- 
senting Agriculture and Manufacturing at center, a vignette of a mechanic 
at bottom left, and another of a young sailor doffing his hat at lower 
right. Each note has an orange overall tint and a large orange and white 
TEN protector. The sheet is printed on India paper with four POCs in 
the signature lines of each note. There were numerous sheets with vari- 
ous shades of orange tint making an exact sheet count problematic in the 
1990 ABNCo Archives sale. However a very large percentage of these 
sheets were cut and marketed as individual notes. In need of further evi- 
dence of the rarity of sheets today? We have not sold one of this format in 
the last two decades.

We have offered previously only one example of this Proof and that piece 
was in the Eric Newman Collection. It graded PCGS VF 30 Apparent and 
realized $940 in May 2016. The PMG back label states that our current 
India paper Proof offering was previously mounted and falsely filled in. 
Nonetheless, it has survived to this day.

The Allegheny Bank opened in 1857 in Allegheny (now part of Pittsburgh) 
and moved to Pittsburgh, opening for business there on April 19, 1858 at 
the corner of Third and Wood Streets. The bank remained in business 
until 1865 when it became the Allegheny National Bank of Pittsburgh. 
While lower denomination notes periodically appear from this bank, the 
same is not true for the $100. This note has an intriguing vignette of cattle 
roping with an erupting volcano in the distance, flanked by a vignette 
of Proserpina at left and the portrait of a young boy, taken from life, at 
right. A bright orange 100 - C - 100 protector is over the signature spaces 
at bottom center. the note is fully issued with nice margins and color. The 
only impairment to be found by PMG is a scattering of inconsequential 
pinholes. Rare and seldom offered, this note is far superior to the Eric P. 
Newman example which we sold in 2017 for just under $500.

This post colonial issue of the City of Charleston, amounting to £4,525

rization was repealed in October, 1793. This note, signed by L. Foster but 
not numbered, has a simple beehive vignette denoting industriousness 
and has very large boardwalk margins. Twelve thousand of this denomi- 
nation were authorized and few remain today, with virtually all surviving 
as remainders.

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20497 Columbia, SC- Mechanics & Farmers Building & Loan 
Association of Richland County, SC $5 Certificate of Deposit Aug. 1, 
1873 Sheheen 946 Remainder PCGS Superb Gem Unc 67 PPQ. 

A number of different businesses issued paper money designated as 
other things like Certificates of Deposit, Fare Tickets, and the like in the 
1870s. Your cataloger suspects that many of these issues were intended to 
circulate as money and were dressed up as being something else in order 
to skirt federal laws forbidding the practice. The $5 has vignettes, appro- 
priately enough, of a mechanic’s arm and hammer on the left and a cotton 
plant on the right which flank a center vignette of agricultural products 
and implements. There are twin brown 5 protectors and a brown protec- 
tor panel on the face while the back has a minutely detailed green decora- 
tive design.

With 2,195 total notes graded to date for this denomi- 
nation, this is not a situation where a “top pop” note attains that status 
because only two or three notes have been graded by the service.

Most of the low denomina- 
tions from this bank are readily available but the same is not true for large 
denominations like this $500 which has vignettes of a farm woman at 
center, a sailor at left, and Liberty at right. The consensus surviving popu- 
lation estimates for this note average around 3-4 examples. The only issue 
that PMG has discovered with the note is a small number of pinholes that, 
frankly, affect nothing.

The note is fully framed on bright paper with 
well printed design elements and boldly penned handwritten informa- 
tion. The note does have the usual cut cancels.

The Congress of the Republic of Texas chartered the Texas Steam Mill 
Company of Harris County. This company specialized in lumber mill- 
ing, as did other smaller mills in the area. The note features a vignette of a 
water god reclining by a jug from which water is flowing. ONE DOLLAR 
appears in an end panel at left and vignettes of an 8 reales coin and bar- 
rels sitting on the shore are at right. A rare note from the Lone Star state 
in fully issued, evenly circulated condition with no repairs and three very 
small body holes as the sole impairments worthy of even mention by PMG.

The City of Portland seems to have been the brainchild of Nicholas Clopper, 
an entrepreneur and land speculator who divided his time between Ohio 
and Texas. He is best known as a driving force behind a fund raising drive in 
Cincinnati, OH that provided two cannons, popularly known as the “Twin 
Sisters”, to the Republic of Texas. They played a pivotal role in the Battle of 
San Jacinto on April 21, 1836. Most sources believe that this promotion of the 
City of Portland was an unsuccessful real estate development effort. These 
forms were receivable for the purchase of city lots, and featured vignettes 
of Justice standing at left, a Native American gazing at the approach of 
“Civilization” in the form of an approaching train at center, and Hebe water- 
ing an eagle at right. The denomination was handwritten for each certificate, 
with this being the only $1,000 we have offered to date. A suggestion of the 
number of this denomination issued is that this is serial number 2. The most 
commonly seen denomination is $50. A neat piece of Texas history and paper 
money lore.

The 
design features a vignette of two horses startled by the approach of a pas- 
senger train, as well as the state free banking die (which at this point was 
no longer relevant) and a large red SEVEN protector. PMG notes a large 
stain in the top right border.

Notes paying 6% interest. As of late 1863, only 217 of the 6,150 $500s issued remained outstanding. Many of these outstanding notes were undoubtedly sub- 
sequently redeemed. The note, printed by Hoyer & Ludwig, features an allegorical vignette of Commerce, Ceres, and Navigation at bottom left, and ornate red 
underprint, and an oval portrait of George Washington at right. This note is actually a higher quality product than the firm was delivering to the Confederate 
Government. The note is backed and bears an interesting annotation explaining that it was found in 1918. The note is backed, has a reattached lower left corner 
tip, and some relatively minor tears. With a note of this rarity that is probably all moot, Hugh Shull believed that there were perhaps 2-4 survivors still extant. 
This note served as both the cover and catalog entry plate note (page 423) in Shull’s southern states catalog. This note, formerly part of the Eric P. Newman 
Collection, joins one other example of which we are aware.

Tonight’s offering 
is a near-Gem example with excellent color and margins with PMG having 
graded just two pieces finer than this note.

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20529 Surrender of Gold Coin, Gold Bullion, and Gold Certificates by Executive Order of President Franklin Roosevelt April 5, 1933 Broadsheet 
Very Fine. 

A 1933 historical government broadsheet that almost all numismatists have heard and/or read about, but very few in our community have ever seen. It 
measures 10.5 by 16 inches that states in the top margin that it should be posted in a conspicuous place and reads in part, “Under Executive Order of the 
President Issued April 5, 1933 all persons are required to deliver on or before May 1, 1933 all gold coin, gold bullion and gold certificates now owned by 
them to a Federal Reserve Bank, branch or agency, or to any member bank of the Federal Reserve System.” The Executive Order spells out in detail what 
is required by the citizenry in order to turn in their holdings of the above, the few exceptions, and penalties. Exception (b) reads, “Gold coin and gold 
certificates in an amount not exceeding in the aggregate $100.00 belonging to any one person; and gold coins having a recognized special value to col- 
lectors of rare and unusual coins.” Furthermore, it states that the penalties for the willful violation of this Executive Order are fines that are not more 
than $10,000 or imprisonment for not more than ten years, or both. This is followed by how to determine what is a Gold Certificate, and not to confuse 
them with Federal Reserve Notes that were payable in gold on demand at the time. It closes with the printed signature of Secretary of the Treasury W.H. 
Woodin. Thankfully for paper money collectors, the ban on ownership of Gold Certificates was repealed on April 24, 1964. 


This example has a U.S. Government Printing Office 1933 imprint at lower left. Its wear consists of a pinhole in each corner, a few random red and black 
inks spots in the margins, a half inch edge split at right center, a small split at center, and thinning at lower center that resulted in a small hole. It still 
presents itself very well and its very survival is remarkable. In 2021 a variant of this broadsheet in a similar size and printed specifically for the United 
States Post Office realized $7,800. Our estimate may well prove to be conservative when the gavel falls.

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20530 Porter Counterfeit Detector Not Graded. 

This Porter is the equal of the finest example of this rare counterfeit 
detector that we have seen. We originally auctioned this exact coun- 
terfeit detector in January 2001 where it was won by our consignor. 
The mahogany hinged case is close to flawless, the glass is perfect and 
original, and every knob, screw, and moving slide is original. The front 
knob holds the lid shut, but the lid can be easily opened with a gentle 
lift. This counterfeit detector operated on the basis of placing a genuine 
note on one sliding panel and a suspected counterfeit on the other, and 
then by manipulating the panels, the notes could be drawn into line on 
the alphanumeric graph, and the position of various elements on the 
notes could be compared. Included with this detector is the original tri- 
folded instruction sheet. Over the years, we have seen around ten of these 
Porters. Most Porters have had their glass broken and replaced at some 
point, but not the example in this lot. The original glass is etched with 
graph lines. The exact dates on which these counterfeit detectors were 
manufactured is a matter of conjecture, but materials and craftsmanship 
seem to indicate the 1920s. The instruction sheet with this detector has 
an overprint export-agent name and address, which indicates that these 
were still being sold in the 1940s, as the agent’s San Francisco address 
includes the two-digit postal-zone number, which came into use in May 
1943. The price listed on the instruction sheet is $85. Overall dimensions 
are approximately 11.75 by 9.75 by 3 inches. It is simply a great collateral 
item for the advanced paper money collector.

We sold this excessively rare note as part of the Tom Flynn collection, where we noted “An exceptionally rare Jeffries-Spinner note from a bank of great historical 
importance. Although this institution was only in business for ten years before liquidating in 1878, it and the city it was headquartered in were intimately associ- 
ated with the building of the transcontinental railway, as Council Bluffs had been designated by President Lincoln as the eastern terminus of the line. Grenville 
Dodge, a Council Bluffs native and former U.S. Congressman and Civil War general, served as Chief Engineer of the Union Pacific line during its construction. 
This bank was organized while the railroad was still under construction, and took its name from that effort. When General Dodge resigned his position with the 
Union Pacific, he became President of this bank, serving for the last six years of its existence. As described above, this piece bears the very rare Jeffries-Spinner 
signatures, which were issued by just a literal handful of banks organized in late 1868 and early 1869. The reason this signature combination is so rare is that 
this period was the only one between 1863 and 1935 that charters were unavailable to most banks that applied, a situation which came about when the 300 mil- 
lion dollars which Congress had originally appropriated to secure the national currency were fully subscribed, and before Congress raised the limit. During that 
short interregnum, it was necessary for a bank to close and release its bonds before a new bank could open.

Quincy started life as a railroad camp in Grant County, Washington, during the construction of the Great Northern Railway in 1892. It was incorporated on 
March 27, 1907. Sources differ on the origin of the hamlet’s name, with some suggesting that it was named after Quincy, Illinois, while others suggest a more 
romantic notion that the daughter of James Hill, who was building the Great Northern Railway, chose the name randomly from a list of possible names pro- 
vided by her father. In any case, the population of the town hovered between 264 and 285 souls according to the 1910 and 1920 federal census statistics. The 
First National Bank was, in fact, the result of the German American State Bank deciding to obtain a national bank charter. The national bank was organized on 
March 6, 1908, and the charter was granted on April 13, 1908, with the bank having a capitalization of $25,000. In November 1908, the other bank in town, the 
Bank of Quincy, was consolidated with the First National Bank, with the latter bank becoming the surviving institution. G.E. Sanderson served as Cashier, and 
Harry Hamilton Stephen Van Velsor, the principal stockholder of the Bank of Quincy, became President (from newspaper reports, it appears that Van Velsor 
did not, however, exercise a hands-on management style with the bank’s day-to-day business.) Around 1910, Sanderson was elevated to the Presidency, and 
Rollie Coleman Wightman became Cashier. These two gentlemen are the signers of the note in this lot, dating it to some time between 1910 and 1913. The First 
National Bank was placed in voluntary liquidation on May 15, 1913, and was succeeded by the Quincy Valley State Bank, with a capital of $10,000 and Wightman 
serving as President. Sanderson went on to become President of the First National Bank of Ephrata, WA, a non-issuing bank. 


During its existence, the bank maintained a small circulation of just $6,250 on average, and at the time it closed in 1913, it had an outstanding circulation of just 
$4,345. It issued both Red Seal and 1902 Date Back $5s, $10s, and $20s, with only 1000 $5 1902 Date Back notes issued. With such a small issue and outstanding 
circulation, it should not be a big surprise that this note is excessively rare. This $5 1902 Date Back note is one of only two notes known from this bank, which was 
the only National Bank in Grant County, a remote area of east central Washington. The other note is unlikely to appear in the market anytime soon as it has been 
tightly held for a number of decades, leaving this note, which last appeared in our 2010 ANA Currency Signature Auction, as perhaps the sole opportunity to 
acquire a note from this rare bank for years or even decades to come. As a bonus, the note is in pleasant circulated condition, free of repairs, with decent margins, 
great signatures, and just a bit of soiling to give it a little character. The last time this note crossed the auction block in August 2010, it brought $14,375, and in a 
market where rarity usually takes care of itself, we would expect that level to be tested or exceeded tonight.

A stock certificate pen signed by a man who during his lifetime would go on to become not only the richest man in America, but also the richest man in the 
world. John D. Rockefeller organized the Standard Oil Company in 1870, gained a monopoly in the oil business, and then organized the Standard Oil Trust in 
1882. This 381 share certificate was also pen signed by H(enry) Flagler, another founder of the Standard Oil Company. The certificate is issued to Chas. Lockhart 
and pen signed by Mr. Lockhart on the verso. He is the third founder of the Standard Oil Company to pen sign this impressive stock certificate. The counterfoil 
was removed from a binding and glued to the left edge of the stock certificate. This was a common practice with stock certificates. Flagler’s and Rockefeller’s sig- 
natures have been pen cancelled with two lines in red ink drawn through each of them. The red ink cancellations are typically faded or have been removed. That 
is not the case for this example, as it is fully original with a blind embossing of the seal of the company.

Off-increment bids may be 
accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature® Auctions. Bids solicited by Auctioneer at other than the expected 
increment will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN “Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN

Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher.

28. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid.

22001 Civil Endorsement “A.J. Guirot Asst. Tr. CS” T1 $1,000 1861 PF-1 Cr. 1 PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 

The extraordinary story of how these Montgomery notes came to be and were delivered to the Confederate government is well known. After 
receiving a rush order from Gazaway Bugg Lamar, the Confederacy’s agent in New York City, ABNCo almost immediately turned part of the order 
(for Treasury Notes) over to in-town rival, and now sub-contractor, National Bank Note Co., around mid-March 1861. Time was of the essence, 
and National used exclusively pre-war vignettes. The $1,000 note was relatively simple to design with portraits of Calhoun and Jackson being the 
only vignettes. This note, bearing serial number 57, was one of the earliest of 607 notes to be printed. It was part of the first shipment of 607 sheets 
that left New York a scant two or three weeks later, arriving in Montgomery during the first few days of April, 1861, about a week before the war 
started. This $1,000 was issued on May 25, 1861 and apparently made its way to New Orleans where Anthony J. Guirot, who was serving as an 
Assistant Treasurer there, endorsed it as being issued on June 17, 1861. At the time, these notes were considered as more of an investment vehicle 
rather than a note intended for use in day-to-day commercial transactions. As a result many have survived in better condition thanks to living 
in bank boxes or safes rather than cash registers and wallets. This note is well printed on bright paper with great colors. Margins are decent and 
handwritten entries are delicate but dark and bold. PMG mentions a restoration which appears to be a subtle paper restoration in the area of signers’ 
first name / initials and the “OM” in “MONTGOMERY”. The present census suggests a surviving population of just over 137 notes.

A Previously Unknown Military Endorsement 


22002 Military Endorsement “Thos. K. Jackson Capt. CSA” T2 $500 1861 PF-1 Cr. 2 PMG Very Fine 30. 

The $500 Montgomery issue was printed by National Bank Note Company as part of a rush order for the Confederate government, that was 
placed with ABNCo and subsequently subcontracted by that company to National. Due to the extreme pressure to deliver before the war started, 
the $500 utilized all prewar vignettes, including a wonderfully detailed train vignette titled The Crossing and a smaller vignette of Ceres. With 
serial number 128, this note was part of the first shipment that reached Montgomery in early April, 1861, and was issued on May 16, 1861 from 
Montgomery. The note was then issued on July 5, 1861 by Captain Thomas K. Jackson, who was stationed at Lynchburg, VA. He had taken over 
the commissary duties of another officer on June 4, 1861, and was appointed as Captain the following day. He remained in Lynchburg until July 
31, 1861, when he was ordered to report to General McCulloch in Fort Smith Arkansas. By the end of 1861, he was Major and Chief Commissary 
Western Department, reporting to General Johnston. Jackson survived the war and was paroled on May 13, 1865, with the rank of Major. 

This note is a pleasant mid-grade example with Jackson’s endorsement done neatly in red ink on the back. The note is printed on 
good paper with great colors and bold design elements. The note has no reported repairs or meaningful impairments. There are 
approximately 137 reported surviving examples of this denomination at present.

A 
follow on order for 607 half sheets of $50 and $100 had been entered at the last minute, and National was able to just squeeze this shipment 
out of New York harbor, according to some sources, mere minutes ahead of federal authorities intent on intercepting it. The note, like all other 
Montgomery issues, used pre war vignettes to expedite production. The center vignette depicts a passenger train leaving a train station while 
a vignette of America is at left. National took a little time to defederalize this vignette, putting fewer, wider vertical bars on the shield and 
dimming out a few of the stars on America’s robe to make it a little less “star spangled.” The back has an endorsement Office of Com of Sub 
/ Lynchburg Va May 25th, 1861 / This day paid out / by T[homas] G. Williams Captlain] & Clommissary] S[ubsistence]. In one of those “small 
world” moments. it appears that Williams was relieved by Capt. Thomas K. Jackson who signed the $500 note which follows in this sale. PMG 
notes minor evidence of previous mounting which is not distracting.

The $50 Montgomery note design features a large vignette of slaves hoeing that appeared both on pre-war commercial bank issues as well 
as later on T41 CSA $100 Treasury Notes. PMG mentions staple holes which are not glaringly visible through the holder. This example has 
serial number 889 meaning that it was part of the second and last shipment of Treasury Notes that by the thinnest of margins made it out of 
New York days after the commencement of hostilities. This note was issued at Montgomery on May 14, 1861. An endorsement on the back 
indicates that it was, in turn, issued on July 16, 1861 by Captain Thomas K. Jackson (almost certainly from Lynchburg, VA).

T6 was the first $50 design generated by the tiny New Orleans branch of the ABNCo. after the commencement of hostilities on April 
12, 1861. Memminger sent the last sheet of the Montgomery $50 and $100 (serial number 1607) to New Orleans via an agent to have 
replacements designed for those two notes. The T5 $100 and the T6 $50 were designed to do that. The assets available to accomplish this 
task were woefully inadequate, and the process seemed interminable to Confederate authorities who eventually turned to Hoyer & Ludwig 
lithographed notes. The design, nonetheless, was elegant with intaglio engraved vignettes of two seated allegorical women representing 
Commerce and Manufacturing , Justice, and a portrait of Washington, complementing a green L - FIFTY - L protector. This fully framed note, 
printed on bright paper with boldly printed design elements and bold handwritten information has certainly earned its assigned grade. 


It is likely that the issuer of this note was Martin L. Smith, Major of Engineers at the time, on September 20, 1861. This attribution is 
deduced from the fact that Martin L. Smith was commissioned as Major of Engineers after resigning from the Union Army on April 1, 
1861, remaining in that position until February 1862. In 1864 he briefly served as the head of the Engineer Corps for the entire 
Confederate Army. He survived the war, surrendering in May, 1865.

The T12 Treasury Note is one of the most storied and controversial keys to the Confederate series. In the frenzied days and weeks after the 
Confederacy lost its northern bank note suppliers for the remainder of the war, Secretary Memminger was casting about for any printers who 
could fill the breach and provide much needed bank notes for the government. One such source he happened across was Jules Manouvrier, a 
small New Orleans lithographer, who was promptly awarded a contract to produce $5 and $10 notes. The T12 $5 was unique at the time for 
two reasons. First- the face had no vignettes of any kind and Second- the note had a printed blue back. Every other Confederate note up to that 
time had been uniface, including all of the Montgomery issues with denominations of up to $1000. While Manouvrier got five stars for creativity, 
he apparently missed the class on how to ship bank notes. After a shipment of $5 and $10 Treasury Notes had been wrapped in paper which 
allowed the packages to be looted en route to Richmond, a large number of $10s and a few $5s were placed into circulation with false signatures, 
prompting Memminger to withdraw the $10s from circulation and cancel Manouvrier’s contract. This left about 15,556 $5s that were issued, 
making this a rarity today. This example saw little time in circulation and has a dark blue back, with PMG mentioning only minor stains.

This note type was the sheetmate to its better known Indian Princess $5 Treasury Note. This note, with an A10 plate letter/numeral, was from a 
very small second printing that only amounted to 177 sheets of eight notes with plate letter/numerals of A9 to A16. At present, we are aware 
of thirty-six examples total from all eight plate positions, and only six from A10, including this serial number. PMG mentions a minor repair 
referring to a small hole that has been filled below the “I” in AMERICA

The most likely reason is that there was some catastrophic failure of the lithographic stone that was deemed too bad to repair. This design was 
issued for a grand total of ten days between November 26 and December 5, 1861. These notes come on low quality paper and the majority, as a 
result, have problems of various degrees. PMG mentions a restoration which appears to include filling or sealing small edge splits in the top and 
bottom edges and adding a small piece below the adult's left foot. Most of this is only apparent if the note is backlit. Certainly by T35 standards 
this is not all that bad. With just a little over 138 known surviving examples, a note that faces up well like this is usually quite acceptable.

This 
type has traditionally comprised three varieties; Light Red, Pink, and Dark Red underprints. The differences in color were the result of ink 
formulation changes and availability during production. These varieties have usually been defined by their observed serial number ranges, 
with a number of exceptions known. The problem is that this sheet has no serial numbers. Your cataloger believes that this sheet was part of 
the “work-in-process” inventory at the Keatinge & Ball plant in Columbia, SC when the city fell to Union forces under command of William 
Tecumseh Sherman on February 17, 1865; ironically one year to the day from the date on the series of 1864 Confederate Treasury Notes. Much 
like Richmond, a fire consumed a large portion of the central part of the city and destroyed, among other businesses, the Keatinge & Ball plant 
which was located between Laurel and Blanding Streets West. It is known that a number of partially finished and / or unissued uncut sheets of 
notes were “liberated” at the time by parties unknown, and it is quite likely that fate befell this sheet. To your cataloger’s eyes, this appears to 
be a Light Red variety but on an item of this excessive rarity and historical significance this is really a minor issue. The sheet has been carefully 
folded between the notes and was not subject to any exposure to wear and tear. The colors are excellent and the paper has avoided any repairs 
or meaningful impairments. No matter how advanced the collection, the addition of this amazing sheet will raise it to the next level. 


Fricke estimated in 2014 that there were a grand total of two sheets of T64 $500 notes, and this is one of them. The whereabouts of the other 
sheet is uncertain, but this sheet has been off the market for over two decades.

This fantastic unique double denomination Fractional has an incorrect Milton number on the PMG front label, as the correct number is 
2E5FR.2. When Milt's collection went under our gavel in January 1997, this was lot 841 where it realized $9,625. This note originally 
burst onto the numismatic scene at the 1983 Memphis International Paper Money Show auction conducted by Herb Melnick as lot 1203. 
Martin Gengerke did the cataloging for this Essay and described it as an error. PMG calls it an Essay because the design (as a double 
denomination) differs from the issued design (see U.S. Essay, Proof and Specimen Notes second edition page viii by Gene Hessler for paper 
money definitions). Any doubts about authenticity that were discussed in the original 1983 description have been put to bed, with Martin 
stating it was authentic in the description, along with ours and Milt’s declaration of being completely genuine in our 1997 description. 
26 years later, PMG has encapsulated it with their stamp of approval. 


The piece itself has a corner fold at upper right, but this only proves this note’s paper originality. Immediately, above this fold on the back is a 
red ink transfer of a partial Treasury seal with spikes, therefore the “partial seal ink” comment on the back label. It has a full normal 5¢ face 
and a full normal 50¢ back of the T-1-18-63 variety. Although due to shifted to the left centering, only a tiny part of the “T” shows at upper 
left, the “1” is mostly in the shield, a small part of the “18” remains along the left edge, and the “63” is partially into the shield. The right edge 
displays more of a “T” surcharge and the lower half of an “18” surcharge. None of this changes the fact that this is a double denomination 
Essay, and the next owner will have a new centerpiece in their collection.

Unlike most any other note, the population of Fr. 1330s is concentrated at the high end. PMG has graded a mere dozen, three of which are 
65 EPQ‘s and three that are 66 EPQ‘s. This is a product of the out-of-pocket production of these notes. The note is signed by John Allison as 
Register and John New as Treasurer. Allison and New were in office together from June 30, 1875, until January 7, 1876, long after Third Issue 
notes had ceased to be issued. These notes were clearly not intended as regular issue, but were signed to be given to friends or as some form 
of a patronage act. In any event, they became Legal Tender once signed, as Allison and New were legal signers. A few circulated examples 
are known, but most survive as Very Choice or Gem examples. This is the first 66-graded example to cross the auction block in ten years. For 
comparison purposes, we sold one of the 65 EPQ notes two years ago for $7,800.

Rare is certainly the word for this Friedberg number, as the population is composed of two pairs and five singles, for a grand total of nine 
for the many Fractional collectors to vie for. All but one single note comes from a block of eight (from a sheet of twelve) that was lot 958 in 
the June 3-4, 1903 auction of The Collection of Monroe J. Friedman of United States Fractional Currency, “The Finest Series Ever Offered at 
Auction,” conducted by $.H. and H. Chapman of Philadelphia. The Fractional Currency section of this auction has withstood the test of time 
into the modern era, as it has earned an “A” rating by John W. Adams in his United States Numismatic Literature Volume 1 published in 1982. 
The description for lot 958 in the original Chapman Brothers catalogue reads, “50 cents. Justice seated. R. Green back. S 2 64. Parchment, 
fibre (sic) paper. Creased twice through notes. Block of 8. Excessively rare. 8 pcs.” The winning bidder was Chicago Numismatic Society 
member and advanced collector, Judson P. Brenner. Later, he was the ninth president of the ANA from 1911-13, and would go on to also 
own both an 1884 and an 1885 Trade Dollar. Brenner passed away in 1929. The block of eight was cut into four individual notes and two 
pairs at some point, and this is the first pair that we have ever offered. The ninth example known was a very heavily circulated piece walked 
into and out of a Metropolitan New York Spring Show in the early 1980s. The population figure for this number has not budged in over 40 
years since that show. The uncut pair in this lot is fully margined with sharply defined S-2-6-4 surcharges, and has only the original handling 
seen by the Chapman Brothers over 120 years ago. It is a great rarity and will command extra attention from the collector community.

An intriguing triple signature War of 1812 $50 Treasury Note that was fully signed and issued, but later cancelled across the center with 
a 24 mm hole cancellation. The majority of these “cancellation” notes were burned by the Treasury Department after their redemption 
or non-use. This example is signed by F.W. McGeary and C.C. Biddle at the right side, “In behalf of the United States.” In order to fully 
issue the note, Joseph Nourse signs as “Register of the Treasury” at left. This piece with serial number 11542A bumps the Kagin Census 
up to a dozen of his TN-11c number and all examples circulated before their cancellations were applied. The piece represented in this 
lot is in the top half of the now twelve accounted for. 


This issue was engraved and printed by Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co. in Philadelphia. It is uniface on blue and red fiber UNITED 
STATES watermarked bond paper in a size and style similar to the $5, $10, and $20 notes. It has the same design as the finished 
Proofs and signed remainder notes of the denomination, a spread-winged eagle at the upper right with sunburst rays behind. There is 
intricate bordering on all sides with text denomination at the sides, the engraved March 25, 1815 date, obligations across the center, 
three signature lines, and a serial number short line at the upper left. 


All of the confirmed examples of this number are close to this serial number in the 11519A-12662B range. It has been previously mounted and 
has been cancelled. It has a partial cut cancel right below the hole cancel. We had serial 11543A in PMG 45 EPQ realize $10,800 in June 2021. 
The charming note in this lot is from an emerging paper money field that will only get stronger with the recent release of U.S. Treasury Notes 
1812-1865 An Illustrated History by Nicholas J. Bruyer.

examination turns up a few tiny internal splits, but the only comment PMG has commented on the label is minor stains for this nearly

Treasury Notes of the War of 1812 by Donald H. Kagin, PHD has 24 TN-14a notes listed. However, they are spread across plate letters E, F, G, and 


H. TN-14a is the note most associated with type for this issue, but the enumerated population is not near enough to satisfy the demand.

A commendable 
feat, and a sample set of banknotes to illustrate the condition rarity of this stunning note. 


PCGS Banknote and PCGS Currency have two notes between them at the 69 PPQ level. Both of those pieces graced our auctions in the last 
two years: a Fr. 230 that realized over $45,000, and a Fr. 236 that realized nearly $50,000. Black Eagles have provided the largest numbers of 
high quality hoards. They were printed in such great numbers, that any rate of survival here should come from that design type. In relative terms, 
there are 49x more Fr. 236 notes in the census than Fr. 107s. A run of great looking Fr. 107s is known, with one 68 EPQ, and then this outlier, 
perfect in nearly every aspect. The margins are ideal, with spot-on registration front to back. The embossing and colors are perfect. Every aspect 
of this piece stands out as special.

“One of the classic rarities of the U.S. paper money field. Only two Fr. 109’s are known, both of which are lightly circulated. This example has 
been off the auction market since 1991, and the other 109 was last sold in the Memphis 1999 auction where it realized $74,800. This note is 
a solid VF-XF that could easily find its way into a 40 or 45 holder. It is totally free of problems, repairs or any other distraction. Most collectors 
will go a lifetime without the opportunity to purchase either of the Fr. 109’s, but that opportunity is here now. When we sold the other Fr. 109 
in November of 1992 we had not seen this piece, and were unsure which was the finest known. We have now seen both, and the answer lies 


with the preference of the viewer. The other note is perhaps a half grade higher, but it has a light stain and a soft spot from moisture damage. 


This piece is a tad lower grade, but is perfectly natural and problem free. Only two collectors can own a Fr. 109, and with the current growing 
interest in top rarities, we would expect to see this note easily double the 1999 record for this number.”

Alexander Hamilton’s 
portrait was used for the design with UNITED and STATES flanking each side rising from left to right. The lathework is extensive both on 
front and back, an implement used to thwart counterfeiters. Despite the relatively complex design, counterfeiters still worked to mimic the 
Bureau’s efforts. At least three well known counterfeit engravings are known, and it was not long before the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
was forced to change the design. In all, just over 600,000 examples were printed for the 1862 and 1863 Series. This piece displays some 
repair work, although the restorations have been professionally executed with considerable attention to detail. The margins are close all 
around, touching the design only in a few spots, and the colors are indeed more than acceptable for the assigned grade. In our 2020 Central 
States auction, we sold a repaired PMG Very Fine 20 example for $32,400.

An illustrious provenance follows this rare note from a Friedberg number that has had only eleven serial numbers enumerated in the Track 
& Price census. Even that low figure is deceptively high, as three of those notes are ensconced at one of the following, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco, the Smithsonian Institution, and the American Numismatic Society. This Fr. 157 note’s first foray at auction was when 
it was lot number 157 in the first session of the Albert A. Grinnell Collection auction on November 25, 1944. It was also lot 129 in the March 
8, 1947 “clean-up” auction session of the Grinnell Collection. This is one of the nicest examples of this number as it possesses four broad 
margins and has an ideal appearance for its earned third party grade. It is also in a comment free third party holder. The last VF or higher Fr. 
157 to cross the auction block was through us, and that PMG VF 25 example realized $9,600 in our 2020 FUN auction. The current piece 
is graded a little higher, and should certainly do better.

Bright as can be paper, phenomenal color, and fully original paper surfaces are just a few of the many great traits 
this note is home to. Fortunately for collectors, a small run of exceptionally high grades examples for the Fr. 161 has supplied the collecting 
field with gorgeous examples, and this note falls into that known run. The last time we offered a piece at this grade level came during our 
2022 Long Beach Signature Auction, where it brought over $31,000. An extraordinary note that is one of the most popular and sought-after 
types, expect to see plenty of bidding on this Huston-Rosecrans $50 Legal.

Large denomination notes were out of the grasp of most of the public, this note in particular representing almost a month and a half of an 
average person’s salary when it was issued. Far fewer of these denominations were needed in circulation, and the print runs were comparatively 
small. Ten Friedberg numbers make up the different signature combinations and seal varieties for the Series 1880 $50 Legal Tender notes. 
Fr. 163, which features the signatures of Blanche K. Bruce and Ellis H. Roberts, was issued in the smallest quantity - just 28,000 notes. Their 
tenure together lasted less than four months between December 1897 and March of 1898, leaving only a small issuing window. There are just 
eight known pieces, including tonight's offering, with two permanently impounded in Federal collections. The most recent comparable sale 
would be a PMG Very Fine 25 note that brought $28,800 in our recent Long Beach auction. This example is evenly circulated with no single 


fold distracting from the eye appeal or disrupting the paper. A tiny restoration is noted and was executed by an experienced professional.

This Friedberg number has always been disproportionately weighted to the low end of the grading census. Even with a census total of 266 
pieces, only two Uncirculated notes have been graded, one from each major service: a 65 by PCGS and a 64 by PMG. This offering is tied 
for the third highest example known with one other note. Almost twenty years into the acceptance of third party grading, these population 
report totals are taking on some real meaning. It is very unlikely that this piece will fall from the top five for this Friedberg number in the 
foreseeable future.

This 
issue is distinct because of its Allison-New signature combination, but more importantly for the ornate engraving as an underprint to ward 
off counterfeiters. It is a major design type among the Legal Tender $100s. Three of the survivors are in permanent institutional collections, 
including the lone Uncirculated example. Add then the Friedberg 170, which is also Series 1875, a mere four more examples are added to 
the number of collectible pieces available, all of which are VF in grade or lower. PMG indicates the note has been repaired, but the security 
underprint is stronger than seen on most of the other survivors.

28,000 notes (the lowest printing was Fr. 182 of which no examples are known). This number is actually large, considering the very brief 
four and a half month joint tenure of Blanche K. Bruce and Ellis H. Roberts. A total of seven survivors are known to the numismatic fraternity 
and of those, three are unavailable, residing in the ANA Museum and a piece in the Richmond and San Francisco Federal Reserve Banks 
respectively. The remaining notes are average circulated or lower, two being Good and Very Good, each reporting damage. Three faint folds 
are noted here, and are light enough that they are most visible from the back. Bold blue serial numbers, a candy red seal, and broad margins 
add the eye appeal needed to make this note appear full About Uncirculated or better. It is also the only example of this Friedberg number 


to have been publicly offered in the past dozen years, and broke the $50,000 mark in its last auction appearance.

With the renewed interest in federal 
proofs today, that number should be approached again this evening.

There are only three known 
issued notes of this design, one of which has never been offered, making this Proof an excellent choice for acquiring this rare Friedberg number 
without spending the six figures necessary to obtain an issued example. The Details grade is for tape, damage, and an edge tear on the back, 
but the Face Proof is virtually perfect.

This was captured by census keepers decades ago, with little information beyond “punch cancelled at the signatures.” Until now, the note had not 
been offeredatpublicauction. Itisoneofjustsevenrecorded, andtheonlyexamplethatwas fully redeemed, butstillinpublichands.Allofthe interest 
coupons were redeemed, and on back, at center is the endorsement of the bearer, John Green, from when presented it for redemption. 
The interest rates were decided upon to easily calculate interest. In this case, the 7.30% Interest Bearing notes, also know as “Seven Thirties” 
accrued interest at ONE CENT PER DAY, as engraved on back in the green framework at center. This interest rate was the highest paid out on 
these notes. While considered “instruments” they were in fact, circulating notes, printed and issued to raise money to fund the Union’s fight 
in the Civil War. The interest rates paid increased as the war raged on and money supplies tightened. 


PMG notes a restoration, but it is professionally executed. It is deeply inked with a solid red seal and serial numbers. Though cancelled, this 
note is an important part of Civil War numismatic history. That history was poorly researched and chronicled until this year, when Nicholas 
J. Bruyer’s recently published, United States Treasury Notes 1812-1865: An Illustrated History. The book is a definitive work explaining the 
beginning and evolution of Treasury notes. A narrative of the inner workings of the Treasury and financial needs of the country were carefully 
researched and laid out in the pages therein. There is no doubt that this reference will create a new and energized market for these notes 
previously known as simply, “Middle-of the-book notes.”

A Refunding Certificate that traces its auction debut to a B. Max Mehl offering in February 1947. It did not appear at auction again until it was 
offered in 1991. We last auctioned this note in January 2015. PMG has graded only nine higher and none equal. This is a charming example 
of this circulating bond. They were sold through post offices and were popular with speculators and national banks due to the interest that they 
accrued. The latest example that we auctioned in a similar grade was a PMG AU 53 EPQ that realized $9,600 in October 2022. Our current 


higher graded example should top that figure. This piece is in an older PMG holder where the front label reads “See Comments” and the back 
label states the grade modifier of “Exceptional Paper Quality.”

Friedberg 214 is actually a circulating bearer bond that has been included in every U.S. paper money reference dating all the way back to 
page 34 of United States Paper Money by George H. Blake, published in 1908. The Blake tome was the first comprehensive book on the 
subject of our hobby. It is also listed in the pre-Friedberg paper money references of Wayte Raymond, The Standard Paper Money Catalogue 
(1940), and Dr. Frank Alvin Limpert United States Paper Money Old Series 1861-1923 (circa 1950). The example in this lot, with serial number 
A3996892, made its first auction appearance as lot 152 at the June 1983 International Paper Money Show in Memphis that was catalogued by 
Herb Melnick. Its second auction appearance was in 1998, and currently this is its third time to go under the gavel. As of this writing, it is not 
listed in Track & Price. However, it is listed in the Gengerke Census as the highest serial number for a Fr. 214. Mr. Melnick addressed this in his 
1983 description. Further research takes us to page 44 of The Comprehensive Catalog of U.S. Federal Large-Size Notes, 1861-1929 by Carlson 
R. Chambliss and Gene Hessler, where it is listed that the BEP printed 4,000,000 of these bearer bonds, but 3,995,450 were actually issued. 
Therefore, the piece in this lot has a serial number that is 1,442 higher than the official number issued and it is also the only serial number in 
the Gengerke Census that is above the number issued. This discrepancy can be explained by spoilage during the printing process. Nonetheless, 
it is a great note on a perpetually popular Friedberg number that is definitely not an everyday example. The PMG back label informs us of 
minor restoration that we are not able to locate through the third party holder. However in its first 1983 auction appearance, Herb Melnick 
did mention pinholes, and we believe that they have been expertly filled in. This fact should not deter any serious collectors from bidding.

This is a note that was unknown until 2010, when a well- 
known paper money dealer, quite literally, ferreted it “out of the weeds.” Fortunately, for Doug, the dealer was quite taken by the certainly 
unusual nature of the Solid Star and immediately contacted the top expert of Large Size Stars, which, of course, was Doug. Quickly realizing 
its importance, Doug immediately negotiated a deal for this unique piece. While some collectors might consider this an error note, close 
examination of the star itself reveals it is identical in size and characteristics to the stars used at the end of the serial numbers on the Treasury 
(or Coin) Notes issued between 1890 and 1893, the only difference being that the star on the Black Eagle is blue rather than the Treasury 
Note’s red color. Presumably, when the decision was made by the BEP in 1910 to make separate replacement notes, a small quantity of 
Vernon-McClung replacements were run off the press using an old star slug from the Treasury Note era, thereby creating the solid star notes. 
Since tonight's offering bears serial number *1702B, that quantity could have been as small as just 2,000 notes. However, after that brief 
run, a decision was made at the BEP to opt for the use of the hollow star which was then put into production until the end of the Large Size 
era in 1929.

The FRB governor on 
this deuce is R(ichard) L. Van Zandt. Mr. Van Zandt was the second head of the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, serving as its governor from 
April 13, 1915, to January 15, 1922. His first job in the banking business was at the Fort Worth NB charter number 3131 until 1900. His father, 
Khleber Miller Van Zandt, was the president of this bank from 1884-1930. Richard’s next position was in the Philippines working for the US 
Treasury Department. In 1904, he resigned from this post and became the receiver of the Farmer’s National Bank in Henrietta, Texas. From 
1905 to 1914, he served as a national bank examiner in Texas, Louisiana, Tennessee, and Arkansas. He then helped organize the Eleventh 
Federal Reserve District. Van Zandt served as the first deputy governor of the Dallas FRB from 1914 to 1915. Following the resignation of 
Oscar Wells, the Dallas Fed's first governor, Van Zandt was elected governor of the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas.

Collecting major design types is often one of the most popular methods to collect. Budget minded collectors can find the mostcommon examples 
of a type, while others may seek the nicest. Within coin collecting, major design types that are moderately rare easily command six-figures 
include the likes of the 1794 Flowing Hair Dollar or 1796 No Stars $2.50. Early collectors squirreled away these rare design types. 


Within the realm of paper currency, there are some major design types that dwarf the rarity of these six and even seven figure coins. Case in 
point, the Series 1863 Gold Certificates. These notes were the first Gold Certificates printed and issued. Their favored status for redemption of 
physical gold led them to be redeemed en masse. Today, just four of the $20 notes, and one of the $100 notes are available to collectors. The 
$100 was offered in our 2013 presentation of the Greensboro Collection and realized $2,115,000. The face designs are somewhat similar, 
featuring a bald eagle at left atop a shield with the stars and stripes, ready to take flight. A golden-orange denomination overprint at center, and 
ornate lathework on face and back. They are distinctly different than any other United States Currency type, and exceptionally rare. 


The Gold Certificates of 1863 were intended to bring some stability to interbank trading, since they were backed by gold on deposit with the 
Treasury, and were less subject to the increasing perils of the war. However, Treasury records and dates on the notes reveal that they were 
issued between 1865 and 1869. During that few short years, a total of 48,000 1863 $20 Gold Certificates were printed and issued. 


Two variations of the $20 denomination are known. The first notes were countersigned by the Assistant Treasurer H.H. VanDyck. Later, the 
design was changed to add his engraved signature at the bottom. Just two of the hand signed notes are known, and four are known of 
the latter variety. This note is one of the four examples that feature the engraved signature of the Assistant Treasurer. Since two of the four 
“engraved” examples are cancelled and permanently impounded in the Bureau of Public Debt and the Smithsonian, collectors face the 
same odds of landing an example of either type for their collection. Collectors who use Friedberg numbers as a guide should note that these 
two varieties have now been assigned their own Friedberg numbers, 1166b and 1166b-1. 


This example has spent the better part of a quarter century in private hands. It was last offered in 2000, when it realized just over $580,000. 
The three other privately held examples have been offered since, with the last offering nearly five years ago. That piece was the finest known, 
but only an Extremely Fine 40, also with minor repairs. With so few survivors with which to compare, our argument for this note having the 
eye appeal of a higher Very Fine grade would be futile. That said, it is a wonderfully attractive note, with strong design elements, rich golden 
yellow paper, and a still strong orange back design. In terms of importance, it ranks among the rarest and most desirable United States bank 
notes in existence.

1179 examples, yet the piece in this lot is one of only fourteen 
of those to have earned the EPQ grade modifier. We also examined the Track & Price Census on the same matter, and we learned that T&P has 
enumerated a total of 211 serial numbers. Only a dozen of those enumerated have achieved the coveted EPQ or PPQ status, and that figure 
also includes the piece in this lot.

10, 1889. It was in this short, two-year span that this note was printed, and likely issued. Currency collectors value signature changes as they more 
closely date the printing and issuing dates for Series that can span a couple decades or more. While this Signature change is vitally important, it is 
the large spiked red seal that is possibly more important. It was utilized only during this two year period, making it a major design type. 


When we offered this note in 1999, as part of the Lawrence Cookson Collection, Len Glazer captured the excitement of the offering, “One of 
the most spectacular rarities in this or any collection, and the only example of its type in private hands. Four notes are known to exist, three 
of which are permanently impounded in government hands and this note, the fourth example, which is far and away the finest known. Its 
pedigree traces it from the Barney Bluestone sale of the Albert A. Grinnell Collection on March 10, 1945, where it realized $95, to the collection 
of James Stack. It reappeared as Lot 1799 of the Stack’s March 15, 1990 sale where it realized $28,600.” From that offering, it resided in the 
collections of Dr. Edward and Joanne Dauer, and then Joel Anderson. 


There are few notes that have as illustrious of a pedigree as this, and for good reason. Only four examples of this important type 
note are known. This example is the nicest of the four, but the only example in collector hands. The others are impounded in the 
Smithsonian, and San Francisco and New York Federal Reserve Collections. 


The large red seal was a central theme of his physical description of the note, “Few if any U.S. notes have the visual impact of this note and its 
companion Hundred. Four separate colors are used for the face printing, and all are at their full brightness on this magnificent note: the basic 
black background, blue for the serial numbers, orange for the overprint on the face and bright red for the seal in the center. Both the face and the 
back are perfectly centered among large, even margins. When last on the market, there were a few small pinholes and a tiny edge split which 
have now been so expertly repaired that this cataloger is unable to locate either minor problem.” 


This note may end up as the most important United States Banknote to be offered in 2024, and an offering that could be the last for a generation 


or more. Any collector lucky enough to acquire this note will be the newest in a heralded line of numismatists.

Of those five known, the example we are offering in this lot is not only the highest graded example, 
but it has the most storied background. The example in this lot was part of the Albert A. Grinnell Collection that was offered by Syracuse, New 
York numismatic auctioneer Barney Bluestone. It was lot 551 in Part Il held on March 10, 1945, and realized $200. For some reason, it makes a 
return engagement in the “clean-up” Grinnell auction as lot 212 and received a winning bid of $210. This was the Part VIII auction conducted 
by Bluestone on March 8, 1947. The “clean-up” Grinnell eighth auction is not included in the bound copies of the Grinnell auctions, and 
neither is B. Max Mehl’s Grinnell auction of May 5, 1943 that pre-dates the Bluestone sales of November 25, 1944-November 30, 1946. 


Our first encounter with this note was when we auctioned the Dr. Lawrence Cookson Gold Certificate Collection in January 1999. It was one 
of Dr. Cookson’s most prized numismatic possessions and realized $154,000 on that night. We also auctioned it in January 2006 and again 
in January 2014, with the latter offering commanding a winning bid of $282,000. From 1999 to the present day, this exquisite note has been 
graded by us and two major grading services as an XF. How we described it in 1999, still rings true today as it is well margined, bright and 
stunningly attractive, with its medley of ink colors and pure white paper. The original embossing is still clearly evident and it has four light 
vertical folds. Only three examples are available to collectors, and we fully expect bidding to be intense until only one bidder claims it as their 
own.

PMG has graded only five Fr. 1225h notes higher. This is an unredeemable uniface design with this example sporting the usual roulette 
cancellation for this Friedberg number. It carries a printed “Nov. 22, 1916” date and has the word “Assistant” blacked out at center. Also, it 
is pen signed by Assistant Treasurer F.J.F. Thiel. The overall color is nice, save for the Treasury seal. This fading of the seal probably occurred 
when firefighters responded to the five alarm Washington, D.C. Old Post Office fire of December 13, 1935. The first responders tossed many 
of these notes, along with other combustible material, from the windows of a large filing room on the sixth floor. Lucky onlookers on the 


street below were able to pick the notes up and spirit them away. If any finders tried to redeem these $10,000 Gold Certificates, they quickly 
found out that they were unredeemable.

22208 United States 1877 4% Loan of 1907 $50 Consols Coupon Bond Hessler X166l. 

The $50 coupon bond in this lot is the first example of Hessler X166I to surface. “Consol” is a bond issued for the purpose of retiring two 
or more issues (a “consolidation” of debt). In An Illustrated History of U.S. Loans 1775-1898 by Gene Hessler, we see on page 314 that 
X1661 does not have a rarity number. On page 21 of that reference, it states that “if a rarity number is not assigned, that particular piece is 
probably unknown.” A look at the Joe Herbstman Memorial Collection at www.theherbstmancollection.com/1877-consol-bond finds that 
within this wonderful online collection, it is stated that there is one $50 registered Consol bond known (Hessler X166A) to exist from the 
year 1877, and it is also one of two registered 1877 Consols known for the entire issue. There is not a single mentioning of any 1877 coupon 
bonds surviving outside of government holdings. Registered bonds are payable to a specific person designated on the face of the financial 
instrument, while coupon bonds are payable to the bearer and have coupons that are attached to the bond. The coupons are to be removed 
and presented for payment as each coupon matures. The example in this lot has retained all 40 of its coupons making for a dramatic sight. 
Occasionally coupons of the $50 and $100 bearer bonds of the 1877 issue find their way into the numismatic hobby. It is speculated that 
coupons from this issue circulated to pay small debts. The $50 coupon bond in this lot has a portrait of Secretary of State William H. Seward. 
He served in that capacity from 1861-69. Also, at center is an engraving of the U.S. Treasury Building. Seward’s portrait is also found on 
the coupons. If the coupon is an odd number, the portrait is to the right and if the coupon is an even number, the portrait is to the left. The 
coupons were to be redeemed quarterly with the first payment due in the final quarter of 1879. We have auctioned one 1877 registered 
bond of this design. That Hessler X166A grading PCGS VF 30 with restorations realized $28,200 in August 2017 and Hessler gave it a rarity 
number of R7, four to twelve known. The unique coupon bond in this lot should easily bring more.

A “short” bond with all four six month coupons being redeemed. A “long” bond could be acquired after the first two years of interest was 
paid with the 1-4 numbered coupons of the “short bond.” The most important aspect of this bond is its $1,000 denomination as the usual 
examples of this “short” bond that come through our office is of the $50 and $100 denominations. The Joe I. Herbstman Collection of 
American Finance states that there are only three known $1,000 denominated Liberty Loan bonds, and there is only one known example of 
a $1,000 “short” Liberty Loan bond. The $1,000 “short” bond pictured on the website has serial number 1045800, and the example in this 
lot has serial 47364. Therefore, those two figures above need to be increased by one bond each to four and two respectively. In conclusion, 
this lot contains a very rare bond indeed.

Far fewer of the 216,000 printed were released into circulation, as 
the highest recorded serial number is A00138585A. The note in this lot was released into circulation through the Cash Room at the Treasury 
Department between January 13-27, 1934.

This is just the sixteenth 
replacement note to be reported for this Friedberg number and, more importantly, it joins a solitary PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 example 
as, by far, the finest graded $100 Gold star by either of the major grading services. Its nearest competitor is a lone PMG AU 50 EPQ piece 
that brought $84,000 at auction this past summer. This star is fully new, well printed, and quite bright, with no detractions whatsoever. It is 
certainly the equal of the PMG 63 example that we sold for $223,250 in our 2017 Central States auction. If rarity, demand, and condition 
are any guide, expect bidding to likely approached that level again.

They 
are highly desirable and often altered to look better, or to hide a problem that may affect the value. In this case the paper is wholesome, only 


showing a modicum of circulation. Atop the evenly circulated paper is a still strong, golden overprint of the seal and serial numbers.

22281 Missing Print Error Fr. 41 $2 1862 Legal Tender PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 

This error note first appeared in our May 2001 auction using a description that applies just as well now as it did then. “This cataloger has 
rejected a number of “No Seal” Errors that have been consigned over the last decade. Each piece was soft, well circulated and simply not 
able to be authenticated. In each instance, the notes were missing red seals, and red seals are relatively easy to remove by chemical means. 
While some of the notes we did not run may well have been actual Errors, they simply couldn’t be trusted because of their grades. This note 
is the polar opposite of those. It’s an absolutely uncirculated piece, with great original embossing and perfect paper surfaces. Subtle traces 
of what appears to be aging exist where the seal should have been, and under high magnification, a few tiny red flecks appear where the 
seal points should be. However, the note has quite obviously never been wet, and mechanical removal is out of the question, as the seal 
would have been printed over intricate and delicate green filigree. Another interesting anomaly is the embossing of a second serial number 
appearing 1/4” to the upper left of the top serial number. The tiny red flecks, by our inference, seem to argue in removal of the remainder of 
the seal should have left the traces a far lighter color, and these tiny flecks are the missing seal’s exact red. Doubtlessly, this note will cause 
considerable conversation at the viewing. In any case, this is a beautiful, uncirculated, originally embossed Fr. 41.”

This piece is the finer of the two that have been available 
at public sale, and traces its pedigree back to CAA’s sale of the Tom Conklin error collection in June of 1995. Even at that long ago sale, this 
beauty realized $5,250, a figure certain to be exceeded this evening.

The sheets were uniformly wetted, the backs were printed, the 
basic face designs were printed, the sheets were dried, the twelve subject sheets were trimmed and cut in half vertically, the half sheets were 
overprinted with the bank information, and the half sheets were sealed (printing of the Treasury seal) and serial numbered. The sheets were 
periodically inspected for errors during these steps. The final step in brown ink is inverted on this plate letter E example with serial number 
B000306A, as the six subject sheet was fed upside down through the seal and serial number overprinting press. This VF beauty is plated on 
page 170 of the fourth edition of United States Paper Money Errors by Dr. Frederick J. Bart. It is the only example of this striking error on charter 
number 12806 to be recorded. Inverted overprint errors have been enumerated on only five different small size charter numbers in total.

22287 Missing Face Print Error Fr. Unknown-B*x $10 Unknown Series Federal Reserve Note. PMG Superb Gem Unc 67 EPQ. 

The face printing was entirely missed on this lovely New York star that received its normal third printing overprint. This makes for a striking 
error and especially so with the “*” suffixes on the ends of the serial numbers. Errors on star notes are especially elusive, as stars are 
meant to replace errors, not be one themselves. This error note is accompanied with a photostatic copy of a letter on Executive Currency 
letterhead dated July 10, 2019 and signed by Frederick J. Bart, author of United States Paper Money Errors. The letter lists the serial number, 
BO1640547 and states that this $10 star with an undeterminable series is “one of only two star/replacement notes, of any denomination, 
missing the 2nd/face print. The other example, also a $10, grades Very Fine, making it a distant second to this example certified and graded 
by PMG as Superb Gem Unc 67 EPQ.” In summary, this error star is almost unique for any denomination for the missing face printing error

A dramatic additional third printing overprint is found on this Cleveland deuce. Eye appeal is an understatement, as these error Cleveland 
$2s are what is emblazoned in every serious error collector's mind when this error type is under discussion. All of the examples known 
show two different serial numbers which are separated by three or four digits as expressed on page 128 of United States Paper Money 
Errors fourth edition by Dr. Frederick J. Bart. The serial numbers are shifted far enough apart vertically so that all ten characters of each are 
distinct, and they also nearly have the same shade of green ink. The doubled serials on this example are D22822518A/D22822514A. Also, 
the district seal, the Treasury seal, and all four “4” Cleveland Federal Reserve district indicators are dark and doubled. Our well preserved 
current offering comes from a small range of recorded serial numbers for this error. The last example that we offered in PMG 64 EPQ was in 
our Long Beach October 2022 auction which realized $13,800. Generally, the Cleveland doubled print errors require higher winning bids 
when offered at auction. More of the same is expected this time, too.

Retained obstruction errors are very popular and always have stiff competition as 
collectors jockey to add the limited better examples to their collections.

The green overprint of the Treasury 
seal, the complete right serial number, along with the final three digits and suffix letter J of the left serial number were printed on the sizing 
paper. Penned initials are located to the immediate left of Franklin’s portrait in the area of the missing three digits and J suffix letter. Teller’s are 
instructed to write their name/initials on paper money that is counterfeit and/or suspicious. Also, both the note and the retained obstruction 
have two pairs of staple holes that line up. Again, we believe the teller was only doing what they had been instructed to do. Therefore, both 
the $100 note and the obstruction in this lot were stapled to a teller’s report until the bank figured out whether or not they had a counterfeit 
note. Eventually, the bank learned that what they had was a printing error note. Luckily for paper money collectors, the teller and bank 


kept the note and the obstruction together. Today, both reside in the same PMG oversize holder for the paper money community to enjoy.

produced for general circulation. The note was cut from the sheet, through the middle of the design, perfectly enough that serial numbers from 
two notes are visible. A small stain is visible and mentioned by PMG, on and otherwise fully Uncirculated and visually impactful error.

This 
striking error note now has a portrait of George Washington with four distinct eyes and two noses. Dr. Frederick J. Bart in his fourth edition 
of his error reference states on page 126 that this highly desirable type of error is “legitimately rare.”

The error note in this lot had the splicing fail about one-third up on 
the note after the overprinting. The displaced splicing slice left behind an unprinted area that revealed parts of an end of a roll marker, while 
the detached part has the great majority of the end of roll marker on its back along the bottom edge. End of roll markers are a dyed strip that 
runs the entire width of the roll. Both parts of this note are now held within a PMG oversized holder.

The existence of this error is easily inside the realm of possibility, but in banknotes is simply unknown. That was until a small group 
of 1977 $1 FRNs were discovered with the face printing on both sides of a note. This is one of four examples reported, all of which 
came from one source, and were graded by PCGS Currency years ago. 


Unlike coins which are struck between two dies at once, banknotes are generally printed one side at a time. In the case of United States 
banknotes, the back is applied first, then the face. After the face is applied, a third printing applies the seals and serial numbers. Notes are 
known missing one of the three printings. In this case, the second print was applied, and then the sheet turned and the face printed again. It 
is possible, sheets were fed into the press with the face design for a plate check, then done again. It is entirely possible an inspector seeing 
that a “blank” sheet made it through the second step of the process and simply fed it back into the paper stock to be printed again. The latter 
is far less likely since the third print was not applied. Whether this note was printer stock used for quality control, or an error in the printing 
process of issued notes is unclear. Either way, it is an authentic Bureau of Engraving and printing anomaly, and a highlight for any Error 
banknote collection. As the first example to auction, it is hard to estimate, but we surmise a five-figure realization is likely.

The first time that we have offered an example of this error type that was described by Arthur Friedberg in his article in the February 15, 2020 
Coin World. Included with the lot is a photocopy of a letter on Executive Currency letterhead signed by error reference writer and researcher, 
Frederick J. Bart. As taken from the letter, in late summer of 2019 five of these defacing roller imprint errors surfaced. With the help of the 
Treasury Department and subsequent confirmation by Paper Money Guarantee, it was determined that those five defacing roller imprint 
errors were hand applied by a press operator. The amazing imprint consists of a large serpentine configuration in indelible red ink running 
from the bottom to the top edge. Also, the red ink has bled through to the back. The fact that this cancellation procedure was applied to star 
notes makes this all the more exciting. PMG graded the five stars, with the example in this lot earning the highest grade of 65 EPQ. Two of 
the four notes graded 64 EPQ, and the two other pieces graded 63 EPQ. This quintet was intended to be destroyed, but they were able to slip 
into circulation for the paper money community to enjoy. The letter is part of the item count for this lot.

This well preserved error was noticed before it actually entered circulation, therefore it has been 
able to retain its paper originality, which includes embossing of the right serial number and spikes of the Treasury seal. We also observed that 
the note has near-perfect face to back alignment, while most of the few survivors show poor face to back centering. The last two examples 
of this dual denomination in PMG 65 EPQ that we have offered have realized $25,200 in January 2020 and $38,400 in January 2023.

Off-increment bids may be 
accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature® Auctions. Bids solicited by Auctioneer at other than the expected 
increment will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN “Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN

28. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid.

The lone 
Uncirculated example, a PMG 63, was offered in our 2017 offering of the Jeffrey S. Jones Collection and realized $223,000. That note is an 
extreme outlier, with the next finest graded two 50 EPQs.

Federal Reserve Notes were settling around that price. Today the finest known, even high-grade $10,000s are at the $500,000 mark. For rarity 
and history, this cataloger asserts that the $500 and $1,000 Gold Certificates are equally as important, if not more important in the history of 
United States Currency. Like grade rarities for number known and condition within Saint Gaudens $20 gold pieces would sail past the seven 
figure mark. 


Currency collecting history proves time and time again that when the very finest notes are offered, both established collectors and new entrants 
alike, come to the forefront. These rare items attract extra interest and also exceed expectations at auction. The example presented here remains 
the only small size $500 Gold graded by PMG to reach the lofty heights of the Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ grade. It has held this envious position 
since at least 2008.

Collectors rarely have the opportunity to sock away some of the ultimate banknote rarities known. This offering, consecutive to the PMG 66 
EPQ $500 Gold Certificate, is nearly as important. A total of 28,800 Series 1928 $1,000 Gold Certificates were printed and issued. Within a 
few short years, their favored status as gold-backed currency was upended by Franklin Roosevelt's recall of Gold and related Gold Certificates. 
Executive Order 6102 required nearly all gold coin, gold bullion, and Gold Certificates to be forfeited to the US Treasury at a rate of $20.67 
per ounce. Exceptions were made for items of collector interest, but the newly printed 1928 Gold Certificates were too new to be considered 
collectible. Many members of the public kept gold in secret, but it still had tangible value on the gray market and overseas. Gold Certificates 
though were rendered worthless unless redeemed. No one wanted to be holding something with no intrinsic or redemption value. Redeemed 
notes, the unissued stock of 1928 Gold Certificates, and Series 1934 Gold Certificates already in production were all destroyed. Today, only 
around 100 survivors are known in collecting circles, making it one of the rarest of all 20th Century US Numismatic issues. 


In consideration of comparative rarity, the $500 and $1,000 Gold Certificates are much rarer than their $5,000 and $10,000 Federal Reserve 
Note counterparts. Banks holding the high denomination Gold Certificates redeemed the notes post haste, resulting in far fewer high grade 
survivors relative to the issuing numbers. Around 90 of the $1,000 Gold Certificates have been graded by third party grading services. At least 
two of the high grade PCGS Currency examples have been crossed over to PMG. The resulting population report at PMG shows three Choice 
Uncirculated 64s at the top of the grade scale. Just one year ago, at our 2023 FUN Signature Auction, we sold a PMG 63 EPQ for $132,000. This 
example boasts larger margins, equally impressive colors, and paper brightness. A six-figure price is expected tonight, but by any comparison, 
this piece should be in-step with ultra high denomination FRNs of the same grade.

Any Bidder who is not a client in good standing of 
the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneer’s sole option and will not be awarded lots. Such 
determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time prior to, during, 
or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any person from the auction. 

5. Ifan entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally guarantee 
payment for any successful bid. 

Credit: 

6. In order to place bids, Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either furnish 
satisfactory credit information (including two collectibles-related business references) or supply valid credit 
card information along with a social security number, well in advance of the Auction. Internet bids will only 
be accepted from pre-registered Bidders.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, Bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a Cut Bid only once per lot. 

Off-increment bids may be 
accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature® Auctions. Bids solicited by Auctioneer at other than the expected 
increment will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction:

Should state sales tax become applicable in the 
state for delivery prior to delivery of the property on the invoice, Buyer agrees to pay all applicable state sales 
tax as required by the delivery state as of the shipping date. Buyer agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. 
The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or 
tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after Auction can a 
refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

27. Inthe event that Buyer’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Buyer shall pay the maximum statutory 
processing fee set by applicable state law. If Buyer attempts to pay via eCheck and Buyer’s financial institution 
denies this bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the selected funding source, Buyer agrees 
to complete payment using your credit card on file (subject to the surcharge detailed in paragraph 24). 

28. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an 
attorney for collection, Buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred by 
Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the 
matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

29. In the event Buyer fails to pay any amounts due, Buyer authorizes Auctioneer to charge the Buyer’s credit card 
on file with Auctioneer in the amount required to pay the invoice in full or sell the lot(s) securing the invoice 
to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or public sale, or relist 
the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable 
costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The 
defaulting Buyer is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any 
applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price 
of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

30. Title shall not pass to Buyer until all invoices are paid in full. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the 
merchandise purchased by Buyer to secure payment of any and all outstanding Auction invoices. Auctioneer 
is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of Buyer then held by 
Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other amounts due Auctioneer or 
affiliates from Buyer. With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor 
under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale

31. Buyer is liable for all shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneer’s 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Merchandise will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping 
fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping costs. Buyer

35. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and

No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms 
and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

41. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its 
officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein, and are the exclusive remedy.
